research  and  to  enrich  their  teaching  programs  on  camnus .

The  Smithsonian  Institution  is  conducting  a  biological  survey  of  the  Is- 
land of  Dominica,  r.  .  .  The  study  began  in  1964  and  will  end  next  year. 
Specialists  in  many  fields  of  Zoology  and  potany  have  carried  out  surveys 
in  their  respective  fields.   Dr.  C.  R.  Brooks  of  the  '"'illiam  and  Mary 
Biology  Department  is  in  charge  of  herpetology.   He  has  made  four  short 
visits  to  the  island  in  the  last  12  months  to  study  the  animals  in  their 
habitat  at  different  seadons  of  the  year  and  to  make  collections  of  50 
specimens  per  month  in  order  to  determine  their  life  cycle.  The  species 
under  concentrated  sutdy  were  Lentodactylus  fallax,  a  large  tropical  frog 
found  only  in  Dominica:  and  Ameiva  fuse at a  and  Anolis  occulatus,  two 
species  of  lizards.   Collections  were  also  made  of  several  species  of  snakes 

Robert  E.  Gatten,  Jr. ,  lecturer  in  Biology,  spent  two  and  a  hal^  months 
on  the  island  this  summer  to  assist  with  the  collections  and  to  study 
the  animals  in  the  field.  He  also  worked  on  his  own  research  tonic  of 
determining  the  blood  oxygen  capacity  of  Leptodactylus  fall ax.

The  William  and  Mar/  Public  Debate  Series  brought  the  University  of  Virginia 
debate  team  to  Williamsburg  for  a  public  debate  October  31  and  plans  the 
appearance  of  three  other  teams.  George  Washington  University  team  will  be 
here  December  12  and  13;  Duke  University,  March  6-7;  and  the  University  of 
Glasgow,  April  4.  As  well  as  debating  William  and  Mary  teams,  these  visiting 
debators  will  appear  in  exhibitions  before  twenty  high  schools  in  the 
Peninsula  Norfolk  area.  Audiences  for  the  exhibitions  will  total  in  excess 
of  50,000  high  school  students. 

Ten  intercollegiate  debate  tournaments  have  been  scheduled  for  the  fall  debate 
season.  They  include  tournaments  at  Posemont  College,  Wake  Forest  College, 
Emory  University,  University  of  South  Carolina,  University  of  Georgia,  George 
Washington  University,  Georgetown  University,  Loyola  College  in  Baltimore,  and 
the  University  of  Richmond. 

The  dates  for  three  debate  tournaments  have  been  set  on  the  campus.  Marshall- 
Wythe  Debate  Tournament,  February  3-4;  The  Colonial  Debates  (high  school), 
March  17-18;  and  Eastern  District  High  School  League  Tournament,  April  7. 

On  November  17  a  team  of  William  and  Mary  debaters  will  present  a  debate  for 
the  Newport  News  chapter  of  the  AAUW  at  Christopher  Newport  College,  debating, 
"Resolved;  that  law  enforcement  agencies  should  be  given  greater  freedom  in 
the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  crime."  This  was  last  year's  topic.  The 
current  intercollegiate  topic  is"Resolved;  that  the  United  States  should 
substantially  reduce  foreign  policy  commitments." 

Virginia  Institute  of  Marine  Science 

Dean  William  J.  Hargis,  Jr.  has  announced  that  the  Old  Dominion  Foundation  has 
awarded  the  Virginia  Institute  of  Marine  Science  a  grant  of  $10,000  to  improve 


its  oceanographic  library.  $7,500  is  an  outright  gift,  while  $2,500  is  a 
pledge  which  must  be  matched  on  a  two  to  one  basis  from  funds  from  sources 
not  regularly  contributing  to  the  library. 

Dr.  Langley  Food  and  Dr.  Kenneth  L.  Webb  of  the  Environmental  Physiology 
Department  of  VIMS  gave  talks  to  the  Biology  Department  Seminars  at  the  College 
of  William  and  Mary  on  October  3  and  17,  respectively.

"The  Molecular  Weights  of  the  Ribosomal  RNA's  Using  Chemical  Methods."  The 
primary  question  deals  with  whether  there  are  indeed  two  separate  size  groupings 
of  components  used  in  the  synthesis  of  protein:  animals  and  plants  form  one 
group  and  the  bacteria  form  the  other.   If  such  a  fundamental  system  were 
derived  early  in  the  evolution  of  life,  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  reality  of 
a  divergence  into  two  equivalent  systens  (one  would  expect  a  divergence  resulting 
in  a  broad  spectrum  of  groups).  An  alternative  answer  is  that  there  were  two 
evolutions  of  protein  synthesis. 

A  further  minor  aspect  of  the  research  is  that  the  taxonomic  placement  of  the 
blue-green  algae  will  be  investigated.   These  extremely  common  organisms  have 
many  of  the  characteristics  of  both  bacteria  and  the  higher  forms  of  life.  Do 
they  form  another  class  or  are  they  plants  or  are  they  bacteria?

Summer  Studies  in  Law  at  Exeter 

The  Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law  plans  to  inaugurate  a  program  of  resident  study 
at  the  University  of  Exeter  in  England  in  the  summer  of  1967,  as  an  extension 
of  the  faculty  exchange  between  the  law  schools  of  the  University  and  the  College 
which  began  this  academic  year.

By  having  an  American  law  school  administer  the  program  in  England, 
the  transfer  of  credits  for  the  courses  to  the  students'  regular  law  school  can 
be  facilitated.

Justice  Clark  is  Law  Day  Speaker 

Associate  Justice  Tom  C.  Clark  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  will  be 
the  featured  speaker  at  the  Law  Day  program  of  the  Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law 
on  May  6.   The  address  will  be  given  at  the  annual  luncheon  of  the  Law  School 
Association  in  the  Virginia  Room  of  the  Conference  Center.   The  luncheon  itself 
will  conclude  a  two-day  program  which  will  be  devoted  on  May  5  to  a  symposium  on 
space  law  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Law  School,  the  Federal  Bar  Association,  the 
Inter-American  Bar  Association  and  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administra- 
tion.  The  first  annual  Barristers'  i^all  will  be  given  at  the  Conference  Center 
that  night,  and  the  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Law  School  Association  will  be 
held  on  the  morning  of  May  6. 

Law  School  Medals  to  Darrell  and  APVA 

The  first  award  of  the  Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law  bronze  medallion  will  be  made 
to  Norris  Darrell  of  New  York,  president  of  the  American  Law  Institute.   The  pre- 
sentation will  be  made  at  the  Commencement  ceremonies  on  the  campus  on  June  11. 
The  medal  was  commissioned  by  the  Law  School  for  annual  presentation  to  a  recog- 
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nized  leader  of  the  legal  profession  in  the  United  States  or  abroad.   Darrell, 
senior  partner  in  the  firm  of  Sullivan  and  Cromwell,  was  chosen  by  vote  of  the 
law  faculty  for  his  long  association  with  national  and  international  agencies  con- 
cerned with  legal  reform  and  the  improvement  of  the  administration  of  justice. 

A  special  presentation  of  a  medal  is  to  be  made  on  May  14  at  the  annual  Williamsburg 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  Preservation  of  Virginia  Antiquities,  for  per- 
manent display  in  the  John  Marshall  House  in  Richmond,  a  property  administered  by 
the  APVA.   In  making  two  awards  this  first  year,  the  law  faculty  noted  that  the 
Marshall  House  had  a  unique  significance  for  the  College  where  the  great  Chief 
Justice  of  the  United  States  took  his  formal  law  training  under  George  Wythe.

ENROLLMENT  UP  AS  COLLEGE  BEGINS  275th  YEAR 

William  and  Mary  began  its  275th  year  with  a  tentative  enrollment  of 
3,984  students  with  expectations  of  over  4,000  by  next  Wednesday  when  final 
figures  should  be  computed.  The  tentative  figure  represents  an  increase 
of  more  than  500  students  over  last  year. 

Broken  down,  the  figure  looks  like  this:  for  full-time  students,  1,023 
freshmen,  633  sophomores,  637  juniors,  710  seniors,  132  graduate  students, 
138  professional.  Part-time  students  consist  of  two  freshmen,  11  sophomores, 
21  juniors,  26  seniors,  11  professional  and  65  graduate  students.  There  are 
70  full-time  former  students,  171  transfers  and  10  who  are  unclassified.  There 
are  283  who  have  not  yet  been  tabulated  by  division. 

Faculty  totals  361,  including  86  new  faculty  members.  The  361  total 
includes  14  who  are  on  leaves  of  absence.  Of  the  86  new  faculty,  41  are  new 
positions  while  45  consist  of  replacements  for  the  14  on  leaves  of  absence, 
and  replacements  for  termination  of  temporary  and  restrictive  appointments  and 
resignations.   (New  faculty  are  listed  below.) 

William  and  Mary  begins  a  year  that  marks  the  anniversary  of  the  grant- 
ing of  the  Royal  Charter  in  1693.  Planning  for  the  year-long  commemoration  has 
already    begun,  with  Dr.  W.  Melville  Jones,  Dean  of  the  College,  as  chairman 
of  the  anniversary  which  begins  officially  on  February  8,  1968. 

The  most  significant  observance  will  take  place  February  10,  the  Satur- 
day designated  as  Charter  Day.  Dean  Jones  said  that  a  speaker  and  other  major 
participants  in  Charter  Day  will  be  announced  this  fall  when  the  program  is 
made  final.  He  noted  that  the  anniversary  celebration  is  aimed  at  "advancing 
the  educational  interests  and  development  of  the  institution  in  all  its 
aspects." 

Dr.  Paschall  has  expressed  hope  that  the  faculty  will  take  as  active  a 
part  as  possible  in  the  observance. 

Members  of  the  Anniversary  Executive  Committee  are  Dr.  Donald  L.  Ball, 
Assistant  Professor  of  English;  P.  Warren  Heeman,  Director  of  Institutional 
Resources;  James  S,  Kelly,  Director  of  Development  and  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Society  of  the  Alumni;  J.  Wilfred  Lambert,  Dean  of  Students;  Gordon 
C.  Vliet,  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs;  Dr.  John  H.  Willis,  Jr.,  Associate  Dean 
of  the  College,  and  Ross  Weeks,  Jr.,  Director  of  Public  Information. 

A  larger  Anniversary  Committee  will  be  appointed  in  the  next  several 
weeks  to  assist  in  the  planning.   It  will  include  additional  faculty  members, 
student  leaders,  and  representatives  of  the  Alumni  Society,  Colonial  Williams- 
burg, the  Williamsburg  community,  and  the  Board  of  Visitors. 
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FACULTY- STAFF  HOUSING  LOAN  FUND  IS  INCREASED 

The  Board  of  Visitors,  at  its  September  9  meeting,  resolved  to  increase 
the  amount  available  for  the  Faculty-Staff  Housing  Loan  Fund  to  $700,000.  This 
action  represents  an  increase  of  100  per  cent  in  the  loan  fund  over  the  past 
five  years  -  from  $350,000  in  1962  to  the  current  total. 

Individual  loans  will  continue  to  be  based  on  a  maximum  of  $20,000  or 
80  per  cent  of  the  appraised  value  of  the  property  in  question,  whichever  is 
less.  Interest  rates  for  loans  will  remain  at  the  present  four  and  one-half 
per  cent. 

Dr.  Paschall  expressed  regret  he  had  overlooked  mention  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  rush  of  other  developments  announced  at  last  week's  faculty- 
staff  meeting  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Hall. 

NEWS  OF  THE  SUMMER 

Highlights  from  summer  activity  at  the  College 

THE  BRAFFERTON  has  been  remodeled.  The  second  floor  has  been  made  into  offices 
for  Mr.  P.  Warren  Heeman,  Director  of  Institutional  Resources,  and  Dr.  John  H. 
Willis,  Jr.,  Associate  Dean  of  the  College  and  Acting  Director  of  Graduate 
Studies.  The  first  floor  has  been  remodeled  into  offices  for  Dr.  W.  Melville 
Jones,  Dean  of  the  College,  who  occupies  the  old  sitting  and  conference  room, 
and  for  Dean  Jones's  administrative  assistant,  Mrs.  Nell  Jones,  who  occupies 
Dean  Jones's  old  office. 

The  College's  first  earned  PH.D.  DEGREES  were  conferred  at  spring  and 
summer  commencements.  Frank  Hohl  and  M.  Patrick  McCormick  received  the  degrees, 
both  of  which  were  in  physics.  The  College  also  conferred  nine  MASTER'S  OF 
BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  degrees  at  summer  commencement,  the  first  such  degree 
conferred  by  William  and  Mary,  and  the  result  of  a  graduate  program  begun  some 
17  months  ago. 

William  and  Mary  was  host  to  some  900  YOUNG  PEOPLE  connected  with  the 
AMERICAN  LEGION'S  BOYS  STATE  PROGRAM  and  with  a  two-week  BAND  SCHOOL.  More 
than  600  attended  BOYS  STATE,  which  was  a  laboratory  in  citizenship,  while  the 
300  at  Band  School  upgraded  their  proficiency  in  various  musical  instruments 
and  gave  a  series  of  outdoor  concerts. 

In  other  meetings,  Novelist  Walter  Tevis,  author  of  "The  Hustler," 
was  on  campus  in  July  for  William  and  Mary' s  second  INSTITUTE  IN  ADVANCED 
COMPOSITION.  Fifty  participants  from  five  states  were  on  campus  in  July  for 
a  two-day  PIANO  WORKSHOP,  sponsored  by  the  Music  Department.  Four  lectures 
by  leading  scientific  authorities  were  given  at  William  and  Mary  during  a 
NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION  sponsored  Seminar  program  in  July. 


OLD  TALIAFERRO  GOES  TO  THE  GRAVE 

Old  Taliaferro  Hall,  a  familiar  William  and  Mary  sight  for  some  75 
years,  disappeared  from  the  campus  landscape  in  late  August.  The  Fine  Arts 
Department,  the  last  of  many  Taliaferro  tenants  over  the  years,  moved  to  the 
new  Robert  Andrews  Hall  of  Fine  Arts  during  early  August,  and  wrecking  crews

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of  K.  A.  Wilson  Co.  of  Hampton,  took  only  a  few  days  to  hammer  down  the 
building  and  remove  the  debris. 

Erected  in  IS93  from  funds  received  from  the  Federal  Government, 
Taliaferro  was  the  fourth  oldest  building  on  the  entire  camp'is,  next  to  Wren, 
the  President's  House  and  The  Brafferton.  The  former  home  of  several  of 
William  and  Mary's  most  distinguished  alumni  including  Dr.  Paschall,  Taliaferro 
housed  some  40  students  annually  from  1893  to  1932  when  offices  of  the  admin- 
istration and  student  publications  were  relocated  in  the  building.   In  1936 
it  was  remodeled  to  accommodate  the  Fine  Arts  Department. 

The  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Civil  War  General  William  Booth 
Taliaferro,  a  William  and  Mary  alumnus. 

NEW  GRADUATE  PROGRAMS  BEGIN  OPERATION 

Three  new  graduate  programs  all  approved  last  year  by  the  faculty  and 
the  Graduate  Council,  begin  operation  this  fall.  They  are  master's  programs 
in  Government  and  in  Sociology  and  a  Ph.D.  program  in  History.  The  programs 
have  all  received  support  from  the  $207,000  awarded  the  College  last  year 
under  Governor  Mills  E.  Godwin,  Jr.'s  Graduate  Incentive  Fund.  The  programs 
bring  to  16  the  number  of  disciplines  offering  graduate  programs.  About  450 
students  are  engaged  full-time  in  graduate  study. 

DR.   TAYLOR  TO  REPRESENT  COLLEGE 

Dr.  Albion  G.  Taylor,  Professor  of  Political  Economy,  Emeritus,  will 
represent  William  and  Mary  October  20  at  the  inauguration  of  Dr.  Maurice  B. 
Mitchell  as  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Denver.  Dr.  Taylor,  who  spent 
part  of  the  summer  in  Europe,  lives  with  his  family  in  Colorado  Springs.  His 
son  is  at  the  Air  Force  Academy. 

OPENING  CONVOCATION 

The  opening  Convocation  for  faculty  and  students  will  be  held  in  the 
New  Blow  Gymnasium  at  11  a.m.  tomorrow  (Friday,  September  29).  Dean  Fowler 
has  announced  that  10  a.m.  classes  will  be  dismissed  at  10:40  a.m.

SUMMER  LAW  STUDY  IN  ENGLAND  ENROLLS  37 

The  first  program  of  Summer  Studies  in  Law  in  England,  sponsored  by  the 
Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law  and  offered  at  the  University  of  Exeter,  proved 
to  be  highly  successful.   Thirty-seven  students  from  eighteen  American  law 
schools  enrolled  for  the  six-week  course,  which  was  taught  by  Professor  E. 
Magruder  Faris  and  Dr.  Dominik  Lasok,  Exeter  Exchange  Professor  at  the  College 
during  the  past  academic  year.   In  addition  to  a  full  schedule  of  resident 
study,  students  visited  various  law  courts  in  Exeter  and  London  and  heard  a 
number  of  visiting  lecturers  from  the  membership  of  the  British  bar.  Plans 
for  an  expanded  program  for  1968  are  now  under  discussion. 


LAW  SCHOOL  BEGINS  MOVE  TO  NEW  HOME 

It's  only  partly  finished,  and  they're  only  partly  moved,  but  the  faculty 
of  the  Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law  literally  have  their  foot  in  the  door  of 
their  new  home.   Early  in  September  the  faculty  and  administrative  offices, 
student  organizations  and  the  Law  Review  all  packed  up  and  left  Bryan  Hall, 
their  abode  since  1953.

ANCIENT  LANGUAGES 

After  nearly  35  years  of  teaching  at  William  and  Mary,  including  the  last 
nine  as  head  of  the  Department  of  Ancient  Languages,  Dr.  George  J.  Ryan  hung 
up  his  academic  spurs  over  the  summer. 

Dr.  Ryan,  whose  course  in  Greek  Civilization  was  probably  one  of  the  most 
popular  at  the  College,  was  succeeded  as  Head  of  the  Ancient  Languages 
Department  by  Dr.  J.  Ward  Jones,  Associate  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages. 

Dr.  Ryan  will  continue  with  his  research  and  writing  at  his  home  near  the 
campus.  He  currently  has  underway  a  book  on  the  fourth  century  Greek  scholar, 
Athanasius  and  plans  to  complete  two  others  including  one  on  mythology  and 
Greek  civilization  that  has  been  In  progress  for  15  years,  but  has  had  to 
take  a  back  seat  to  his  heavy  departmental  and  teaching  duties. 

Last  spring,  Dr.  Ryan,  who  reached  the  mandatory  retirement  age  of  70  this 
year,  was  made  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages,  Emeritus,  by  the  William  and 
Mary  Board  of  Visitors.  The  Board  issued  a  resolution  noting  that  Professor 
Ryan  "during  his  long  service,  has  inspired  so  many  students  by  his  enthusiasm 
and  brillance  in  teaching,  and  has  distinguished  himself  as  a  scholar  of  Greek 
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manuscripts. . ."  By  conservative  estimate  Dr.  Ryan  has  probably  taught  3,500 
students  while  at  the  College.  He  still  hears  from  many  of  them. 

Dr.  Jones  has  been  at  William  and  Mary  since  1961.  He  is  a  specialist  in 
Latin  poetry  of  the  Augustan  age  and  in  Virgil. 

The  Ancient  Languages  chair  dates  back  274  years  in  its  antecedents  as  one 
of  the  six  original  at  the  College. 


BIOLOGY 

TOP  ENDOCRINOLOGIST  TO  SERVE  AS  VISITING  PROFESSOR 

Great  Britain's  leading  endocrinologist  will  serve  next  year  as  a  visiting 
scientist  at  William  and  Mary.  He  is  Dr.  Ian  Chester  Jones,  professor  and 
head  of  the  Department  of  Zoology  at  the  University  of  Sheffield,  England. 
The  author  of  some  70  major  publications  in  his  field,  Dr.  Chester  Jones  is 
President  of  the  British  Society  for  Endocrinology. 

Dr.  Mitchell  A.  Byrd,  chairman  and  professor  of  Biology,  said  a  National 
Science  Foundation  grant,  under  NSF's  Senior  Foreign  Scientist  program,  will 
support  a  12-month  tenure  here  for  Dr.  Chester  Jones,  beginning  September,  1968. 

WELL-KNOWN  VIRGINIAN  VISITS 

John  Archibold,  a  well-known  Virginian,  visited  campus  this  week  in  con- 
nection with  research  being  conducted  by  Dr.  Garnett  R.  Brooks,  Jr.,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Biology.  Dr.  Brooks  has  been  studying  the  Crapaud,  a  large  frog 
found  on  Dominica,  a  small  West  Indies  Island.  Mr.  Archibold  is  a  plantation 
owner  on  Dominica. 

RESEARCH  RECEIVES  NATIONAL  COVERAGE 

Research  on  the  population  habits  of  deermice  by  Dr.  C.  Richard  Terman, 
Associate  Professor  of  Biology,  received  national  attention  this  summer. 
Dr.  Terman' s  work  was  first  spotlighted  on  the  CBS-TV  show  "21st  Century" 
and  was  later  covered  by  the  national  wire  service,  United  Press  International. 
The  story  appeared  in  several  major  newspapers,  including  the  Washington  Post.

PROFESSOR  AWARDED  GRANT 

The  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  has  awarded  a  research  grant  of  $6,300  to  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary.  The  principal  investigator  is  Armand  Galfo. 
Professor  Galfo' s  one  year  study  of  human  perception  will  concentrate  on  in- 
formation acquisition  through  audio  and  visual  media.  The  effects  of  varying 
audio  and  visual  cues  on  the  sequence  in  which  pupils  receive  information 
by  an  audio-visual  communication  device  is  to  be  Investigated. 
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ENGLISH 

NDEA  INSTITUTE  IN  ADVANCED  COMPOSITION 

Charles  Davidson,  Cecil  McCulley,  and  LeRoy  Smith  conducted  an  NDEA 
Institute  in  English  in  advanced  composition  for  thirty-one  secondary  teachers 
from  June  19  to  August  4,  under  a  $42,000  grant  from  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Education. 

On  July  13  Messrs.  Davidson,  McCulley,  and  Smith  presented  a  program  on  the 
"new  English"  for  participants  in  the  Conference  for  Division  Superintendents, 
sponsored  by  the  School  of  Education. 

LeRoy  Smith's  article  on  high  school-college  articulation,  "One  Profession 
Indivisible,"  appeared  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Virginia  English  Bulletin. 
During  the  summer  Mr.  Smith  also  served  as  a  regional  judge  for  the  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English  Achievement  Awards  Program  for  1967.  The 
Program  attempts  to  grant  recognition  to  high  school  seniors  for  excellence 
in  English. 

REVIEW  PUBLISHED 

A  book  review,  written  by  Professor  Cecil  M.  McCulley  of  the  English 
Department,  of  Carl  J.  Stratman's  BIBLIOGRAPHY  OF  ENGLISH  PRINTED  TRAGEDY, 
1565-1900,  appears  in  the  September,  1967  issue  of  CHOICE,  pages  642-644.

Carl  Andersson  Roseberg  attended  the  six  week  summer  session  of  Tyler  School 
of  Art  of  Temple  University  in  Philadelphia,  where  he  took  an  advanced  profes- 
sional sculpture  course  in  metal  foundry  techniques  including  bronze  and 
aluminum  casting. 


LAW  SCHOOL 

CONTINENTAL  CONGRESS 

Professor  William  F.  Swindler  worked  this  summer  on  the  final  stages  of  his 
compilation  of  the  legislation  of  the  Continental  Congress,  under  a  summer 
faculty  research  grant.   He  has  also  been  commissioned  to  write  a  short 
monograph  on  the  history  of  representative  government  in  Virginia  for  the 
publications  series  of  the  Commission  on  the  350th  Anniversary  of  the  First 
Legislative  Assembly,  1619-1969. 

STUDENT  NEWSPAPER 

A  student  newspaper,  The  Colonial  Lawyer >  edited  by  students  of  the  Marshall- 
Wythe  School  of  Law,  made  its  first  appearance  this  fall.   Long  advocated  by 
the  student  bar  association  as  a  means  of  facilitating  communications  within 
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the  school,  The  Colonial  Lawyer  will  complement  the  work  of  the  quarterly 
News  Letter  of  the  Law  School  which  is  distributed  to  alumni,  friends  of  the 
school,  and  law  libraries  throughout  the  country. 

J.   D.   DEGREE  APPROVED 

The  Board  of  Visitors  at  its  August  meeting  approved  a  request  by  the  faculty 
of  the  Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law  that  its  first  degree  in  Law  be  redesig- 
nated the  Juris  Doctor  degree  (J.D.),  replacing  the  former  Bachelor  of  Civil 
Law  degree  (B.C.L.).  The  action  follows  recommendations  by  the  American  Bar 
Association  and  the  American  Association  of  Law  Schools  that  a  bachelor's  de- 
gree is -not  adequate  to  indicate  the  nature  of  legal  study,  and  that  the 
J.  D.  degree  more  accurately  reflects  the  preparation  undertaken  by  a  pro- 
spective lawyer. 

TAXATION  DELEGATE  NAMED 

Professor  Thomas  C.  Atkeson  has  been  designated  by  Governor  Godwin  to  serve 
as  a  delegate  from  Virginia  to  the  Annual  Conference  on  Taxation  sponsored  by 
the  National  Tax  Association  and  schedule  for  October  22-26  at  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Assistant  Professor  John  E.  Donaldson  has  begun  work  on  a  year's  research 
project  under  the  direction  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.   In  cooperation 
with  Professor  Arthur  B.  White  of  Southern  Methodist  University  Law  School, 
he  is  studying  the  tax-exempt  status  of  non-profit  organizations  from  the 
administrative  viewpoint.  Professor  Donaldson  will  be  teaching  half-time 
during  the  research  program.

WHILE  YOU'RE  UP3   GET  ME  A  GRANT 

A  comprehensive  Catalogue  of  Federal  Assistance  Programs,  which  includes 
information  on,  amazingly,  459  different  grant  programs,  has  been  added  to 
the  College's  reference  collection  (Ref . /HC/106.5A  573/1967). 

Each  program  description  contains  information  on  the  nature  and  purpose 
of  the  program,  who  is  eligible  to  apply,  whom  to  contact  for  further  infor- 
mation, the  availability  of  publications  which  describe  the  program  in  more 
detail,  a  citation  of  the  legislation  authorizing  the  program,  and  the 
agency  which  administers  the  program. 

The  Catalogue  contains  an  alphabetical  subject  index  and  special 
indexes  listing  all  programs  alphabetically  by  agency.   It  also  contains  a 
matrix  which  indicates  those  programs  which  might  be  of  interest  to  a  parti- 
cular type  of  user  (state  official,  school  official,  head  of  a  health  de- 
partment, etc.)  and  a  second  matrix  which  indicates  programs  which  fall  into 
broad  applications  (community  action,  areawide  development,  higher  education, 
etc). 

SEEK  PROFESSORS'  ARTICLES 

Two  Virginia  publications  -  the  Sunday  Perspective  section  of  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch  and  the  Virginia  Commonwealth  Magazine,  issued 
monthly  -  have  asked  that  the  faculty  at  William  and  Mary  be  advised  that 
they  seek  to  publish  articles  of  general  interest  to  their  readers  written 
by  faculty  members. 

Perspective,  a  new  weekly  section,  is  quite  flexible  as  to  policy  and 
scope.  Thus,  articles  or  analyses  on  local,  state,  national  or  International 
problems  and  affairs  would  be  considered  by  the  editors. 

The  Commonwealth,  however,  will  consider  articles  (including  light 
fiction)  touching  particularly  upon  Virginia  in  some  way. 

For  further  information  and  assistance  in  contacting  the  proper 
editors,  it  is  suggested  that  interested  faculty  talk  with  Ross  Weeks,  Jr., 
Director  of  Public  Information.  Arrangements  as  to  payment  for  articles, 
and  other  details  involved,  will  be  made  between  author  and  editor.  Mr.  Al 
Goodykoontz  Is  editor  of  Perspective,  and  Mr.  James  Wamsley  is  editor  of 
Commonwealth.

The  plan  covers  dispensary  services  rendered  at  the  Infirmary  only.   It 
does  not  include  house  calls,  hospitalization,  surgery,  or  providing  of 
drugs  and  medications  or  dressings  other  than  such  routine  supplies  as  are 
normally  available  In  dispensary  service. 

The  fee  may  be  paid  at  the  Office  of  the  Treasurer-Auditor.

The  annual  stipend  for  the  predoctoral  research  fellowship  is  $2,400 
for  the  first  year  rising  to  $2,800  for  the  terminal  year.  The  stipend  for 
the  postdoctoral  research  fellowship  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  length 
of  relevant  postdoctoral  experience  and  ranges  from  $6,000  per  calendar 
year  to  $7,000  per  calendar  year,  plus  dependency  allowance.  The  stipend 
for  the  special  research  fellowship  is  determined  on  an  individual  basis, 
depending  on  education,  experience,  current  salary,  and  special  needs.

CHICKAHOMINY  RIVER  SURVEY  PLANNED 

Professors  Norman  F.  Barka,  a  specialist  in  historical  archaeology,  and 
Ben  C.  McCary,  a  specialist  in  the  Virginia  Indian,  will  undertake  an  intensive 
survey  this  fall  of  early  human  life  in  the  75-mile  Chickahominy  River  region 
of  eastern  Virginia,  the  first  such  large-scale  archaeological  program  in  the 
state.  Professor  Barka  is  in  the  Anthropology  Department  and  Professor  McCary 
is  an  associate  professor  of  Modern  Languages  and  lecturer  in  Anthropology. 
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The  professors  said  the  Chickahominy  region  is  virtually  unknown 
archaeologically  and  "holds  great  pote  tial  for  study  of  humans  from  the 
archaic  (Indian)  through  the  historic  (Colonial)  period."  So  far,  they 
added,  modern  housing  developments  have  not  greatly  damaged  early  population 
sites,  but  it  is  important  that  the  project  begin  before  the  entire  river  is 
lined  with  cottages  and  facilities. 

Sponsored  by  a  $38,500  National  Science  Foundation  grant,  the  project  is 
expected  to  involve  field  work  until  1970.

BISHOP  OF  LONDON  TO  DELIVER  ANNIVERSARY  ADDRESS 


The  incumbent  Lord  Bishop  of  London  will  deliver  the  College's  275th 
Anniversary  Charter  Day  address  next  February,  according  to  Dean  of  the  College 
W.  Melville  Jones,  Chairman  of  the  Anniversary  Year  Commemoration  Committee. 
The  incumbent  Bishop  is  the  Rt.  Rev.  and  Rt.  Hon.  Robert  Wright  Stopford,  P.  C, 
C.  B.  E.,  F.  K.  C,  who  has  held  the  post  since  1961,  following  several  years  as 
Chairman  of  the  Church  of  England  Board  of  Education,  and  as  Bishop  of  Peter- 
borough. He  also  served  as  Chaplain  to  Queen  Elizabeth  II  from  1952-55. 

The  Bishop  is  the  successor  to  the  first  Chancellor  of  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary,  Bishop  Henry  Compton,  who,  as  Bishop  of  London,  was  Chancellor 
of  the  College  from  1693  until  1700,  and  again  from  1707  to  1713. 

The  Charter  Day  program  will  focus  on  the  College's  royal  founding  and 
British  origins.

LIBRARY  ACQUIRES  JOHN  MARSHALL  LETTER 

A  letter  written  while  John  Marshall  was  practicing  law  in  Richmond  has 
been  acquired  by  Swem  Library  for  inclusion  into  the  collection  of  the  John 
Marshall  Papers  by  William  and  Mary  and  the  Institute  of  Early  American 
History  and  Culture. 

Dated  September  22,  1786,  the  letter  contains  two  legal  opinions  by  Marshall 
concerning  technicalities  of  pleading  in  the  State  courts  of  Virginia.   It  was 
written  to  a  Petersburg  attorney  who  had  solicited  Marshall's  advice  only 
three  years  after  the  future  Chief  Justice  had  been  admitted  to  practice,  in- 
dicating Marshall's  reputation  among  his  fellow  lawyers  even  at  that  early  age. 

Scholars  of  the  Marshall  project  consider  the  three-page  letter  as  one  of 
the  most  significant  items  to  be  discovered  in  recent  years  concerning  Marshall's 
standing  at  the  Virginia  Bar.  The  letter  was  purchased  from  a  dealer  in  rare 
manuscripts. 

"GOOD  TIMES,   WONDERFUL  TIMES"

AMERICAN  COUNCIL  OF  LEARNED  SOCIETIES 

The  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies,  which  seeks  to  function  as  the 
national  representative  of  the  humanities,  supports  a  number  of  programs  de- 
signed to  advance  all  fields  of  the  humanities.  Certain  of  these  programs  will 
be  of  interest  to  William  and  Mary  faculty  members. 

ACLS  Fellowships  for  post-doctoral  research  in  the  humanities  require  at 
least  six  continuous  months  of  full  time  work  on  a  project  and  may  extend  to 
twelve  months.  The  stipend  maximum  Is  $8,500  and  applicants  must  be  under  50 
years  of  age. 

Study  fellowships  are  for  scholars  in  the  humanities  who  have  their  doctorates 
and  wish  to  do  work  in  disciplines  other  than  those  in  which  they  have  previously 
specialized.   Social  scientists  who  wish  to  study  a  humanistic  discipline  also 
are  invited  to  apply.  Tenure  of  Study  Fellowships  is  for  a  minimum  of  six 
continuous  months  and  a  maximum  of  one  year.  The  average  amount  granted  is 
$6,510. 

The  Grants-in-Aid  Program  provides  funds  in  support  of  individual  research. 
Expenses  included  are  travel  necessary  to  gain  access  to  materials,  research 
or  clerical  assistance,  and  reproduction  or  purchase  of  materials.  The  grants 
average  $1,092  and  are  made  twice  annually. 

The  program  of  travel  grants  makes  possible  American  representation  at  more 
than  forty  international  scholarly  congresses  and  conferences  abroad.  There 


is  a  special  program  for  specialists  in  Slavic  and  East  European  studies. 
American  humanists  who  have  been  elected  to  office  in  international  scholarly 
associations,  scholars  on  editorial  boards  of  international  journals,  and 
those  who  hold  other  policy-making  positions  may  receive  grants  which  enable 
them  to  attend  leadership  meetings  abroad. 

The  ACLS  supports  a  program  of  research  and  planning  conferences.   By  this 
means  the  Council  explores  important  problems  of  scholarship,  gets  expert 
advice  in  planning  new  programs,  brings  together  scholars  from  various  dis- 
ciplines who  do  not  ordinarily  have  an  opportunity  to  discuss  problems  of 
mutual  concern,  and  responds  to  varied  needs  of  scholars  and  scholarly  groups. 

The  ACLS  also  grants  awards  for  computer-oriented  research  in  the  humanities. 
The  fellowships  offered  are  intended  primarily  for  the  provision  of  free  time; 
the  grants-in-aid  contribute  to  personal  expenses  for  specific  programs  of 
research.   The  average  amount  granted  is  $3,082. 

Finally,  the  ACLS  administers  a  program  of  grants  for  summer  study  in 
linguistics.   The  funds  are  provided  by  the  Ford  Foundation  and  average  $783. 
In  the  past  all  of  the  successful  applicants  have  elected  to  attend  the  Linguis- 
tics Institute  sponsored  by  the  Linguistics  Society  of  America  held  at  the 
University  of  California,  Los  Angeles.

VISITING  SCHOLARS  SCHEDULE  TWO  LECTURES 

Two  Visiting  Scholars  Lectures  are  scheduled  for  William  and  Mary  immediately 
after  the  Thanksgiving  Holidays.  Dr.  Andrew  Gyorgy,  Professor  of  International 
Affairs  at  the  Institute  for  Sino-Soviet  Studies,  George  Washington  University, 
will  speak  on  "Soviet-Eastern  European  Relations  Since  World  War  II"  at  8  p.m. 
in  the  Campus  Center  Little  Theatre  on  November  27.   On  the  following  evening, 
November  28,  in  the  same  location,  G.  E.  Kidder  Smith,  the  architect,  will 
speak  on  "Hindu  Architecture." 

Author  of  six  books  on  international  affairs,  Professor  Gyorgy  has  served 
on  the  faculties  of  Boston  University,  the  Naval  War  College,  the  University 
of  Arizona,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and  as  a  lecturer  in  the 
National  War  College  of  the  Foreign  Service  Institute  in  the  Department  of  State. 

Dr.  Gyorgy' s  books  include  "issues  of  World  Communism,"  "Communism  in  Per- 
spective," "ideologies  in  World  Affairs,"  and"Eastern  European  Government  and 
Politics." 

He  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  California,  Los  Angeles. 
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Mr.  Smith,  who  has  conducted  his  own  architectural  practice  since  1946,  has 
served  on  the  faculty  at  MIT  as  a  visiting  professor  and  is  the  author  of  a 
number  of  books  concerning  architecture  in  various  countries  including  Brazil, 
Switzerland,  Italy  and  Sweden. 

He  is  recipient  of  such  honors  as  the  Butler  prize  and  has  been  honored  by 
the  governments  of  Brazil  and  Italy.  He  served  as  a  Fulbright  Fellow  In  Italy, 
as  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Scandinavian  Foundation,  and  has  been  associated 
with  the  Guggenheim  Foundation.  He  belongs  to  a  number  of  professional 
organizations. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  graduate  of  Princeton. 

DRAPERS'  OFFICIALS  TO  ATTEND  CHARTER  DAY 

The  Drapers'  Company  of  London  will  send  two  representatives  to  the  275th 
Anniversary  Charter  Day  Convocation  at  William  and  Mary  next  February  10. 
Dean  W.  Melville  Jones,  Chairman  of  the  Anniversary  committee,  said  that  both 
Anthony  Horatio  Packe,  Master  of  Drapers'  Company,  and  Hugh  Williams  Farmar, 
Clerk  of  the  Company,  will  represent  the  organization. 

The  Drapers'  Company,  one  of  the  oldest  of  London's  livery  companies, 
currently  sponsors  a  student  exchange  arrangement  between  the  College  and  English 
universities.

HARVARD  PSYCHIATRIST  TO  SPEAK  NOVEMBER  29 

Dr.  Robert  Coles,  research  psychiatrist  at  the  Harvard  University  Health 
Services,  will  give  a  public  lecture  on  Wednesday,  November  29  at  8  p.m., 
in  the  Campus  Center  Ballroom.   He  will  discuss  the  research  described  in  his 
recent  book,  Children  of  Crisis,  which  explores  some  of  the  issues  related  to 
school  desegration  in  the  South  in  terms  of  the  impact  this  change  has  had  on 
the  children,  teachers,  and  parents  involved,  both  White  and  Negro. 

For  many  years  Dr.  Coles  has  been  studying  the  racial  situation  in  the 
South  from  the  viewpoint  of  a  child  psychiatrist.   He  has  published  numerous 
articles  on  this  subject  in  the  Atlantic,  the  Saturday  Review,  Harpers, 
Daedalus,  the  American  Scholar,  the  New  Yorker,  and  many  other  respected 
periodicals.   He  is  presently  a  contributing  editor  to  the  New  Republic.  Dr. 
Coles  combines  uniquely  the  quality  of  scientific  objectivity  with  a  warm  and 
personal  descriptive  style.   His  insights  into  the  roots  of  courage  and  fear 
as  related  to  the  crises  of  social  change  are  not  only  illuminating,  but  might 
well  represent  the  most  exciting  and  fruitful  approach  yet  devised  as  an 
attempt  to  deal  with  our  most  complex  social  problems. 

Dr.  Coles  will  spend  two  days,  November  29  and  30,  at  William  and  Mary. 
In  addition  to  his  major  address,  he  will  also  meet  more  informally  with  faculty 
and  students  of  the  Departments  of  Psychology  and  Sociology,  and  the  School  of 
Education. 

BUFFY  SAINTE-MARIE  OPENS  CONCERT  SERIES 

Buffy  Sainte-Marie,  the  25-year-old  Creek  Indian  girl  from  Sebago  Lake, 
Maine  who  is  a  poet  and  composer  as  well  as  one  of  the  top  stars  on  the  folk- 
singing  front,  will  open  the  1967-68  Concert  Series  season  tonight  (Nov.  16) 
at  8; 30  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Hall.   Professor  Stephen  Paledes  of  the  Music  Depart- 
ment said  all  tickets  have  been  sold  to  the  performance.

A  former  Rockefeller  and  Guggenheim  fellow, 
he  has  written  "No  Day  of  Triumph,"  and  award-winning  book,  "Stranger  and 
Alone,"  "On  Being  Negro  in  America,"  and  "The  Negro,"  published  this  fall. 
He  is  a  former  member  of  the  Editorial  Board  of  American  Scholar.   Dr. 
Redding' s  topic  will  be  "Equality  and  Excellence:   The  Eternal  Dilemma." 

Mr.  Stuart,  who  taught  in  the  English  Department  from  1961  to  1965,  is 
a  former  Woodrow  Wilson  Scholar  at  Harvard  and  winner  of  the  Dylan  Thomas 
Award  of  the  Poetry  Society  of  America  for  "The  Two  Lindens"  which  appears 
in  his  1966  book,  The  Diving  Bell.   He  will  read  two  of  his  poems,  "The 
Broken  City"  and  "At  Jamestown  Island,"  and  perhaps  a  third.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE  SUPPORT  OF  ACCIDENT  RESEARCH 

Approximately  $2,000,000  per  year  is  available  from  the  Public  Health  Ser- 
vice for  the  support  of  research  and  research  training  in  the  prevention,  re- 
duction, and  treatment  of  accidental  injury. 

The  types  of  projects  supported  include  laboratory  studies,  and  epidemiologi- 
cal, clinical,  statistical,  economic,  environmental,  and  sociological  investi- 
gations that  bear  on  the  generation  of  accidents  or  on  the  amelioration  of  their 
consequences,  through  the  development  of  preventive  procedures,  protective 
devices,  or  improved  emergency  care  of  the  injured. 

Scientific  information  is  sought  in  such  areas  as: 

1.  The  role  of  alcohol  in  traffic  accidents  and  the  control  of  the  drinking 
driver. 

2.  Physical,  mental,  or  medical  conditions  which  limit  one's  ability  to  drive 
responsibly. 

3.  Factors  involved  in  the  increased  traffic  fatality  rate  at  night:   e.g., 
the  role  of  decreased  visibility,  fatigue,  drugs,  alcohol,  and  character- 
istics of  the  night-driving  population. 
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4.  The  nature  of  falls  due  to  loss  of  support  or  loss  of  balance — the  con- 
ditions associated  with  them  and  the  means  for  circumventing  them. 

5.  Accidents  caused  by  animals,  venomous  insects,  and  spiders:  the  fre- 
quency of  insect  allergy  in  the  population;  emergency  care  of  bite 
victims. 

6.  Psychological  antecendents  and  concomitants  of  firearm  accidents  among 
children,  cues  used  by  hunters  in  target  identification,  relationship 
of  the  social  structure  and  mores  to  the  incidence  of  ownership  of 
lethal  weapons.

The  Virginia  Institute  of  Marine  Science  has  completed  a  biological  and 
chemical  study  of  the  Nansemond  River  for  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control 
Administration.   In  a  recent  report  announced  by  Dr.  William  J.  Hargis,  Jr., 
Director  of  VIMS,  it  was  noted  that  two  uses  being  made  of  the  upper  reach  of  the 
river — one  for  supplying  drinking  water  to  Portsmouth  and  Norfolk,  the  other  for 
assimulating  effluents  from  sewage  treatment  plants^—  are  incompatible  if  the 
water  quality  of  the  river  is  to  be  suitable  for  producing  seafood  and  useful 
for  recreational  activities  as  swimming  and  water  skiing.

Television  stations  across  the  country  serving  more  than  100  million 
viewers  will  air  a  Christmas  concert  by  the  80-voice  Choir  and  Chorus  during 
the  holiday  season.   Directed  by  Professor  Carl  A.  Fehr,  the  concert  was  filmed 
on  campus  last  week. 

The  telecast  will  be  shown  locally  at  noon,  December  24  on  WTVR-TV, 
Channel  6,  Richmond,  and  on  WVEC-TV,  Hampton,  Channel  13,  at  4:30  p.m. 
December  24  and  at  12:30  a.m.  Dec.  25. 

Other  cities  which  will  carry  the  show  are  Washington,  Watertown,  N.Y. , 
Erie,  Pa.,  Philadelphia,  Harrisonburg,  Va. ,  Roanoke,  Los  Angeles,  Phoenix, 
Chicago,  Denver,  Duluth,  Austin,  New  York,  Cincinnati,  Minneapolis,  Pittsburg, 
Savannah,  Akron,  Oakland,  St.  Paul,  Charlotte,  Bristol,  and  Jacksonville. 

Many  of  the  numbers  on  the  telecast  will  be  heard  tonight  (Dec.  14)  at  the 
final  performance  of  the  annual  Christmas  concert  at  8:15  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Hall. 

THE  GOOD  OLD  DAYS 

An  interesting  sketch  by  a  student  who  attended  William  and  Mary  in  the 
1790' s  indicates  that  the  good  old  days  may  not  have  been  so  good  after  all, 
at  least  from  the  student  viewpoint.   Written  by  Littleton  Waller  Tazwell,  the 
unpublished  memoir  was  transcribed  and  edited  by  Lynda  Rees  Heaton. 

Tazwell  attended  William  and  Mary  around  1792  and,  according  to  the  common 
practice  of  those  days,  lived  with  a  faculty  member,  in  this  case  Bishop 
James  Madison,  the  College  president  who  was  a  second  cousin  of  the  American 
President.  Madison  suggested  to  Tazwell  that  he  apply  for  a  degree,  but 
Tazwell  at  first  demurred,  believing  apparently,  that  the  president  was  in 
jest  since  the  requirements  were  so  Herculean. 

But  he  finally  did  consent,  making  an  official  application  to  the  presi- 
dent before  beginning  his  round  of  examinations.   The  examinations,  conducted 
orally  by  each  member  of  the  faculty,  "usually  occupied  several  days,"  Tazvrell 
recalled.  After  each  one,  the  professor  submitted  a  sealed  report  to  the 
president  who  reviewed  them  and  notified  the  student  of  the  outcome. 

Successful  in  this,  Tazwell  then  went  before  a  general  convocation  of  all 
the  faculty  at  which  the  president  presided.   In  this  situation,  Tazwell  recalled, 
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"...the  examination  was  conducted  by  each  professor. . .who  did  not  then  confine 
himself  to  his  own  branch,  but  in  the  course  of  his  examination  ranged  through 
all  the  collegiate  studies." 

Next  came  the  thesis  which  the  student  was  instructed  to  write  for  approval  by 
president.  Very  often,  Tazwell  remembered,  theses  were  rejected  and  the 
student  had  to  undertake  a  new  topic. 

After  his  thesis  was  approved,  however,  Tazwell  was  informed  he  had 
qualified  for  a  degree.  But  even  on  the  day  of  the  conferral,  held  the  first 
day  of  August,  he  was  faced  with  another  ordeal.  He  was  instructed  to  commit 
his  thesis  to  memory,  recite  it  as  the  oration  of  the  day,  and  be  prepared  to 
answer  any  questions  the  faculty  in  attendance  might  pose. 

Tazwell  received  his  degree,  and  "with  high  approbation  from  all  the 
professors."  But  not  without  a  good  deal  of  preparation.  "I  read  constantly," 
he  recalled,  "by  both  night  and  by  day,  scarcely  allowing  myself  time  for 
necessary  refreshment  or  repose." 

WILLIAM  AND  MARY  DESIGNATED  TEST  CENTER 

Professor  Donald  J.  Herrmann  of  the  Education  Department  announced  this 
week  that  William  and  Mary  has  been  designated  as  a  test  center  for  administer- 
ing the  National  Teacher  Examinations  on  February  3  of  next  year. 

College  seniors  preparing  to  teach  and  teachers  applying  for  positions 
in  school  systems  which  encourage  or  require  applicants  to  submit  their  scores 
on  the  National  Teacher  Examinations  along  with  other  credentials  are  eligible 
to  take  the  tests. 

At  the  one-day  test  session,  a  candidate  may  take  the  Common  Examinations, 
which  include  tests  in  Professional  Education  and  General  Education,  and  one 
of  the  13  Teaching  Area  Examinations  which  are  designed  to  evaluate  his  under- 
standing of  the  subject  matter  and  methods  applicable  to  the  area  he  may  be 
assigned  to  teach. 

Bulletins  of  Information  describing  registration  procedures  and  containing 
Registration  Forms  may  be  obtained  from  the  School  of  Education. 

FEDERAL  AID  TO  HIGHER  EDUCATION  CONTINUES  TO  MOUNT 

President  Johnson  has  signed  into  law  the  $13.2  billion  appropriations 
bill  to  fund  operations  of  the  Deparments  of  Labor  and  Health,  Education, 
and  Welfare  in  the  current  1968  fiscal  year.   In  a  statement  on  that  occasion, 
the  President  noted  that  appropriations  for  the  two  departments  have  tripled 
since  the  $4.06  billion  Labor-HEW  bill  of  1960.  Most  Federal  Education  Programs 
were  given  greater  appropriations  for  the  1968  fiscal  year.  Notable  exceptions 
were  the  Facilities  Construction  Programs  and  the  NASA  Sustaining  University 
(Research)  Program.

TWO  INSTITUTES  RECEIVE  SUPPORT 

Institutes  for  teachers  in  English  and  in  the  sciences  and  mathematics 
will  be  held  at  William  and  Mary  this  summer  as  the  result  of  support  received 
recently  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  and  under  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act. 

The  Institute  in  English,  supported  by  the  NDEA,  will  be  held  for  junior 
high  school  teachers  of  literature  from  June  17-August  2.   Under  the  direction 
of  Professor  Donald  Ball  of  the  English  Department,  the  program  will  consist 
of  literature  courses,  a  methods  seminar,  and  a  weekly  series  of  seven  lectures 
and  discussions  by  visiting  speakers.   This  is  the  third  year  William  and  Mary 
has  been  selected  for  the  Institute.   The  College  is  one  of  84  schools  chosen  to 
conduct  the  institutes  and  one  of  six  selected  for  programs  dealing  with  teachers 
in  the  seven  to  nine  grade  level. 

Some  100  high  school  and  junior  high  teachers  from  25  to  30  states  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  the  Institute  in  Sciences  and  Mathematics,  sponsored  by  a 
$103,790  grant  from  NSF.   Under  the  direction  of  Professor  Benjamin  R.  Cato,  Jr., 
of  the  Mathemetics  Department,  the  Institute  will  offer  courses  in  biology, 
chemistry,  mathematics  and  physics.   This  Is  the  tenth  consecutive  year  NSF  has 
granted  funds  for  the  program  at  William  and  Mary.

Sitarist  Ravi  Shankar  of  India  who  introduced  the  classical  stringed  instru- 
ment to  Western  concert  audiences  will  perform  Friday  (Jan. 5)  at  8:30  p.m.  in 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  Hall  under  the  auspices  of  the  William  and  Mary  Concert  Series. 
All  tickets  for  the  performance  have  been  sold. 

Ravi  Shankar  will  be  accompanied  by  Alia  Rakha  playing  the  table  (the  double 
drums  which  provide  both  percussive  and  melodic  accompaniment)  and  Kamala 
Chakravarty  playing  the  tamboura  (a  stringed  droning  instrument).

FRATERNITY  IMAGINATION  IN  THE  1800 ' s 

College  fraternal  societies  are  noted  for  their  imagina- 
tion, and  apparently  those  of  the  1800' s  were  no  exception. 
At  least  a  letter  from  an  old  journal  written  by  Edmund  Ber- 
keley  who  attended  William  and  Mary  in  1844  suggests  this. 

Recalling  that  Phi  Beta  Kappa  had  received  the  lion's 
share  of  notice  for  having  been  founded  at  William  and  Mary, 
Berkeley  contended  that  Tau  Xhi  Society  "was... the  leading 
society  there  and  much  the  most  exclusive,  being  limited 
to  membership  of  twelve,  which. . .under  no  circumstances, 
could  be  exceeded."  Its  motto  was  Kuclas  Adelphon,  "A 
Band  of  Brothers." 

To  symbolize  the  motto,  Berkeley  recalled,  "the  society 
had  a  large  pipe  made  for  It  by  the  Pamunkey  Indians... It 
has  a  bowl  that,  I  think,  would  hold  about  a  half  gallon 
of  tobacco  and  has  twelve  orifices  for  the  insertion  of 
twelve  stems,  enabling  the  entire  society  to  indulge  in  a 
brotherly  smoke.  The  society  badge  was  a  square  breastpin 
of  gold  with  a  book  surrounded  by  a  wreath  and  crossed  by 
a  sword  with  T.  X.  within  the  wreath  and  Kuclas  Adelphon 
below  it." 

At  the  time  Berkeley  wrote  his  letter  in  the  1800' s, 
there  were  only  three  living  members  left  of  the  society. 
He  said  he  would  like  to  see  it  resurrected,  but  apparently 
the  suggestion  was  unsuccessful.

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STATISTICAL  NOTES 

According  to  the  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education,  enrollment  in  the  nation's 
colleges  and  universities  is  up  three  percent  to  6.6  million  this  fall.

Free  from  teaching  obligations,  he  is  able  to  pursue  a  pre- 
viously commenced  research  project  and  to  benefit  from  contacts  with  the  scholarly 
community  in  the  Durham-Chapel  Hill  area. 

The  latest  grant  makes  $100,000  available  for  the  program. 

Biology 

NSF  GRANTS  $6, 000  FOR  UNDERGRADUATE  RESEARCH 

The  Biology  Department  has  received  a  $6,000  grant  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  to  continue  a  summer  program  of  research  by  outstanding  undergraduate 
students  in  biology.   This  is  the  fifth  year  NSF  has  supported  the  program,  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Mitchell  A.  Byrd.   NSF  has  tentatively  approved  support 
in  1969  and  1970  as  well.  . 

The  program  enables  biology  majors  entering  their  junior  and  senoir  years 
to  return  to  the  campus  during  a  10-week  period  in  the  summer  to  conduct  re- 
search with  a  professor  in  the  department.  This  year  five  students  will  study 
under  the  program,  receiving  a  $60  per  week  tax-free  stipend  for  the  period. 
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FROG  RESEARCH  BY  PROFESSOR  BROOKS  RECEIVES  NOTICE 

A  two-year  study  of  the  life  cycle  of  one  of  the  world's  largest  frogs  by 
Professor  Garnett  R.  Brooks  of  the  Biology  Department  recently  received  notice 
in  the  press  for  its  potential  importance  to  the  economy  of  the  tiny  British 
island  of  Dominica  in  the  Caribbean. 

Professor  Brooks  has  conducted  the  research  in  association  with  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  and  the  Archbold  Foundation  and  the  Bredin  Foundation.   John 
T.  Archbold,  president  of  the  Archbold  Foundation  and  a  Virginia  resident  who 
has  plantation  holdings  on  Dominica,  is  studying  the  possibility  of  breeding  the 
frog,  known  as  the  Crapaud,  commercially  for  export  to  the  United  States. 

The  Crapaud  weighs  up  to  three  pounds  and  provides  one  of  the  few  protein 
sources  for  Dominica's  60,000  residents.   Among  other  benefits,  Professor  Brooks' 
research  will  help  determine  the  feasibility  of  establishing  Crapaud  farms  on 
Dominica. 

PROFESSOR  TERMAN  SPEAKS  AT  COLLEGES 

Professor  C.  Richard  Terman  has  received  several  speaking  invitations  as  a 
result  of  his  research  on  small  mammal  population  regulation.  During  November 
and  December  he  presented  seminars  at  Greenville  College,  Illinois;  Spring 
Arbor  College,  Michigan;  Zoology  Department,  Michigan  State  University,  and  the 
Department  of  Pathobiology,  School  of  Hygiene  and  Public  Health,     Johns 
Hopkins  University. 

In  addition,  Professor  Terman' s  publication  with  J.  F.  Sassaman  of  "Sex 
Ratio  in  Deer  Mouse  Populations"  appeared  in  Journal  Mammalogy  48:589-598.

Dr.  William  J.  Hargis,  Jr.,  VIMS  Direc- 
tor, said  the  computer  "gives  us  vastly  improved  data  processing  and  computation 
capabilities  that  are  essential  for  the  proper  handling  of  oceanographic  fishers 
and  biological  research  data."

The  School  of  Marine  Science  and  the  Virginia  Institute  of  Marine  Science 
have  launched  a  project  to  provide  technical  information  services  to  Virginia's 
Maritime  industries.

General  News 


PROFESSORS  NAMED  TO  HEAD  NEW  SCHOOLS 

William  and  Mary  will  begin  the  Spring  semester  with  two  new  schools  with 
a  pair  of  Deans  appointed  from  within  the  College  to  head  them. 

Professor  Charles  L.  Quittmeyer,  head  of  the  Department  of  Business 
Administration  since  1962,  will  become  Dean  of  the  School  of  Business  Admin- 
istration effective  February  1.   Professor  Donald  J.  Herrmann,  an  Education 
faculty  member  since  1951  and  Director  of  the  Summer  School  and  Evening 
College,  became  Dean  of  the  new  School  of  Continuing  Studies. 

The  new  School  of  Business  Administration  will  have  13  full-time  faculty 
members,  and  approximately  170  juniors  and  seniors  concentrating  in  the 
undergraduate  business  administration  program.   Another  140  sophomores 
contemplate  future  concentration  in  the  field.   Creation  of  the  new  School 
was  authorized  at  last  August's  Board  of  Visitors  meeting. 

Establishment  of  the  new  School  of  Continuing  Studies  and  appointment 
of  Dean  Herrmann  was  approved  at  last  Saturday's  Board  of  Visitors  meeting 
and  announced  at  Tuesday's  Faculty  meeting. 

President  Paschall  said  the  new  School  was  created  to  help  the  College 
"provide  a  coordinated  program  of  graduate  studies  and  continuing  education 
so  greatly  needed  in  the  Peninsula  area  by  a  large  adult  population  that  is 
highly  motivated  to  expand  and  continue  its  education  on  a  part-time  basis."

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President  Paschall  noted  that  the  reorganization  will  help  "provide 
effective  administration  of  the  VARC  Graduate  Center,  both  in  its  physical  plant 
and  personnel  and  in  coordinating  graduate  courses  offered  by  other  state  in- 
stitutions at  VARC  and  the  further  development  of  the  College's  own  graduate 
programs  there." 

Col.  John  C.  Tredennick,  currently  VARC  business  manager,  has  been  appointed 
Director  of  Administration  and  Business  Affairs  at  VARC. 

The  Dean  of  the  School  will  report  to  the  Dean  of  the  College,  W.  Melville 
Jones.  The  Director  of  SREL,  Dr.  Robert  T.  Siegel,  will  continue  to  report 
to  President  Paschall,  but  will  have  a  liaison  relationship  with  Dean  Herrmann. 

About  6,000  persons  a  year  are  enrolled  in  Extension  Division  programs 
while  approximately  500  are  enrolled  in  the  Evening  Program.   Some  250  are 
enrolled  in  VARC  courses,  most  in  Evening  College  work. 

JUNIOR  YEAR  AT  EXETER  PLANNED  THIS  FALL 

A  junior-year  abroad  program  with  the  University  of  Exeter  in  England  will 
be  established  this  Fall  by  William  and  Mary.  Dean  W.  Melville  Jones  said 
that  the  program  will  enable  a  group  of  15  William  and  Mary  juniors  to  study  at 
Exeter  and  their  credits  will  be  applied  toward  the  College's  degree  requirements. 

Basis  for  the  program  was  laid  last  summer  when  Dean  Jones  visited  England 
to  arrange  for  participants  in  next  month's  275th  Anniversary  Charter  Day 
Convocation.  Details  on  selection  of  students,  departments  involved,  etc. ,  will 
be  settled  in  the  next  several  weeks.

Professor  Carl  Anderson  of  the  Physics  Department,  Ronald  Marshall  of  Newport 
News,  and  College  students. 

CONTRACTING  COURSE  SCHEDULED  FOR  FEBRUARY 

The  Third  Annual  Concentrated  Course  in  Government  Contracts,  sponsored 
by  the  Marshall-Wythe  Law  School  in  cooperation  with  Federal  Publications,  Inc., 
is  scheduled  for  February  11-16  at  the  Conference  Center. 

The  popular  course,  which  has  received  the  avid  endorsement  of  the  700 
students  who  attended  the  last  two  sessions,  will  focus  on  the  "bread  and  butter" 
topics  concerned  with  procurement  work  in  government  contracts.  Faculty  for 
the  course  are  assembled  from  top  names  in  government,  industry,  and  law  schools. 

Professor  William  F.  Swindler  is  administrator  for  the  course.  Paul  H.  Gantt 
Chairman,  Board  of  Contract  Appeals,  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  is  course  director. 
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FENCING  TRIES  A  COMEBACK 

Fencing,  once  a  major  sport  at  William  and  Mary  under  the  le- 
gendary Tucker  Jones,  is  attempting  a  comeback  under  the  tutelage 
of  Dr.  John  H.  Willis,  Jr. ,  associate  Dean  of  the  College  and 
Acting  Director  of  Graduate  Studies.  Dr.  Willis  and  Associate 
Coach,  the  Rev.  Joseph  E.  Trimble,  III,  curate  at  Bruton  Parish 
Church  and  a  campus  chaplain,  have  been  meeting  three  times  a 
week  in  the  evenings  in  Blow  Gymnasium  with  some  20  fencing 
aspirants. 

Their  immediate  desire  is  to  establish  on  a  firm  footing  a 
fencing  club  at  William  and  Mary.  This  hopefully  would  lead  to 
intercollegiate  competition,  possibly  by  next  Spring  after  several 
months  of  arduous  practice,  about  the  period,  according  to  Dr.  Willis, 
that  it  takes  to  turn  a  "raw  recruit"  into  an  intercollegiate 
competitor. 

Some  of  Dr.  Willis'  recruits  have  progressed  as  far  as  the 
sabre  and  e'pee  after  learning  the  elementary  moves  on  the  foil,  the 
least  difficult  of  fencing  weapons.  Dr.  Willis  is  a  teacher  with 
excellent  credentials.  He  was  an  intercollegiate  fencer  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  later  studied  with  two  of  the  world' s 
great  masters,  George  Santelli,  an  expert  with  the  sabre,  and  with 
the  master  of  arms  of  the  Garde  Republicain  in  France.  Mr.  Trimble 
learned  his  fencing  at  Penn.  State  University. 

Under  Tucker  Jones  in  the  1930' s  and  early  40:s  William  and 
Mary  dominiated  the  Southern  Conference.  That  era  passed,  however, 
with  Jones'  death.

PROFESSOR  FORECASTS  ECONOMIC  OUTLOOK  FOR  TIDEWATER  COMMUNITY 

Professor  L.  E.  Traywick  spoke  to  a  meeting  of  the  Sales  and  Marketing 
Executives  of  Tidewater,  Virginia,  Incorporated  Wednesday  night  (January  10) 
on  the  "Economic  Outlook  for  1968." 

Professor  Traywick  gave  four  reasons  for  forecasting  uneasiness  in  the 
year  ahead.   Citing  specific  examples  in  local  industry,  he  showed  how  escalation 
or  de-escalation  of  the  war  in  Vietnam  would  affect  business  here.   The  economy 
itself,  he  added,  under  the  strain  of  the  devaluation  of  the  dollar,  increased 
taxes  and  government  spending,  is  causing  the  cost  of  living  to  rise  three  per 
cent  while  productivity  will  only  rise  two  per  cent. 

Turning  to  the  crime  and  violence  increase,  Professor  Traywick  speculated 
that  Virginia  might  feel  some  of  the  impact  of  this  summer's  predicted  riots. 
In  conclusion  he  said  that  ultimately  a  great  deal  depends  on  the  1968  elections.

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GOVERNOR 'S  BUDGET  HIGHLIGHTS 

Governor  Mills  E.  Godwin,  Jr.  has  recommended  to  the  Virginia  General 
Assembly  a  budget  which  provides  for,  among  other  things,  financing  of  major 
capital  outlay  projects  at  colleges  and  universities  by  a  special  General  Obliga- 
tion Bond  issue.   Voters  of  Virginia  will  be  asked  in  November  to  approve 
issuance  of  the  General  Obligation  Bonds,  if  legislation  now  pending  in  the 
General  Assembly  is  approved. 

For  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  these  outlays  were  recommended  by  the 
Governor  to  the  General  Assembly:

The  Governor  also  has  recommended  budget  for  1968-70  for  maintenance  and 
operation  of  $19,419,430.  This  includes  $9,904,295  from  the  General  Fund 
(tax  sources),  an  increase  of  39%  over  the  current  biennium,  and  $9,515,135 
from  Special  Funds  (income  to  the  College),  an  increase  of  12.7%  over  the 
current  budget. 

President  Paschall  testified  Wednesday  before  the  joint  House  Appropria- 
tion and  Senate  Finance  Committees  in  an  effort  to  restore  certain  items  not 
included  by  the  Governor  in  his  recommendation  for  the  Maintenance  and 
Operations  Budget. 

In  brief,  Dr.  Paschall  asked  the  joint  Committees  to  appropriate  the 
$765,000  for  the  Mathematics-General  Classroom  Building  from  the  General  Fund, 
thus  permitting  construction  of  the  top  floors  to  proceed  on  schedule  rather 
than  putting  a  temporary  roof  on  the  structure  to  await  results  of  a  November 
referendum  on  the  borrowing.  To  make  this  possible,  he  proposed  transferring 
the  appropriation  for  further  Law  School  work  to  the  General  Obligation  Bond 
category  and  increasing  it  to  $265,000  to  meet  newest  cost  estimates,  and 
also  transferring  the  Life  Science  Building  appropriation  to  the  Bond  category. 
He  asked  that  $60,000  be  appropriated  from  the  General  Fund  for  minimal  land- 
scaping of  the  area  between  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Hall  and  the  Swem  Library;  an  increase 
of  $300,000  in  the  fund  for  utilities;  the  addition  of  $25,000  for  parking 
areas  near  the  old  and  new  libraries;  the  addition  of  $26,000  for  renovations 
in  Rogers  Hall  this  summer;  the  appropriation  of  $96,400  to  make  working  plans 
for  the  proposed  Chemistry-Geology  Building. 

Concerning  maintenance  and  operation  requests,  Dr.  Paschall  sought 
$712,042  in  1968-69,  and  $834,249  in  1969-70  beyond  the  appropriation  made  in 
the  Governor's  proposal  for  General  Fund  expenditures.   The  additions  would 
allow  for  new  faculty  positions  for  both  years,  additional  student  employes 
including  graduate  assistantships;  new  positions  at  the  Virginia  Associated 
Research  Center;  and  additional  funds  for  library  purchases. 

275TH  ANNIVERSARY  HIGHLIGHTS 

With  plans  rapidly  taking  shape  for  the  February  10  observance  of  the 
275th  Anniversary  of  the  College's  Royal  Charter,  several  items  of  special 
interest  to  the  community  include: 

^President  Paschall  will  appear  at  1  p.m.  Sunday,  Feb.  4,  on  Channel  13 
(WVEC-TV)  for  a  half-hour  interview  on  the  College's  past  and  present.   The 
program,  "Conversation",  is  directed  by  Frank  Donaldson  and  was  taped  last 
week  in  WVEC-TV' s  Norfolk  studio. 

*Both  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  and  the  United  States  Congress  may 
honor  the  College  on  its  anniversary.  A  resolution  is  expected  to  be  introduced 
this  Saturday  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates 
at  the  Colonial  Capitol,  to  be  sponsored  by  Del.  Russell  M.  Carneal  of 
Williamsburg  and  State  Sen.  Garland  Gray  of  Waverly.  Meanwhile,  a  joint  resolu- 
tion has  been  introduced  in  the  Congress  by  Rep.  Thomas  N.  Downing  of  Newport 
News  with  the  joint  patronage  of  all  of  Virginia's  Congressional  delegation. 

*Work  is  awaited  on  success  of  an  effort  to  have  the  College  honored  by 
the  issuance  of  a  commemorative  postal  stamp.   Through  the  work  of  Mrs.  Robert 
V.H.  Duncan  of  Arlington,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  the  committee 
which  recommends  such  stamps  to  the  Postmaster  General  has  received  this 
proposal  from  a  number  of  leading  Virginians  and  others  throughout  the 
country  and  is  said  to  be  impressed  with  the  idea.   It  has  a  longstanding 
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rule,  however,  that  colleges  and  universities  shall  not  be  recognized  by 
postage  stamps  because  so  many  are  celebrating  significant  anniversaries. 

*Special  sections  in  the  Newport  News  Daily  Press,  the  Richmond  Times- 
Dispatch,  and  the  Norfolk  Virginia-Pilot , to  appear  this  Sunday,  will  feature 
the  College  and  the  anniversary. 

*A  nationwide  alumni  meeting  by  telephone  will  be  held  on  February  8,  to 
originate  in  the  Blue  Room  and  carried  to  simultaneous  gatherings  in  23  cities 
across  the  nation.  The  program  will  be  broadcast  by  WCWM-FM  (89.1)  and 
WYCS-FM  (91.5)  at  9:30  p.m.  Wednesday,  according  to  Alumni  Director  Gordon 
Vliet  who  arranged  the  program. 

*A  gavel  crafted  from  the  old  "Charter  Oak"  which  grew  in  the  Wren  Yard 
in  1693  until  1941  has  been  presented  to  Governor  Mills  E.  Godwin,  Jr. ,  as 
a  memento  of  the  anniversary.   It  was  given  as  part  of  a  Society  of  the  Alumni 
reception  last  week  in  honor  of  the  General  Assembly.  Governor  Godwin  has 
placed  the  memento  at  his  place  in  the  Conference  Room  of  the  Governor's  Office. 

*A  magnificent  candelabrum,  estimated  to  cost  more  than  $2,400,  has  been 
designed  and  crafted  in  London  by  the  Drapers'  Company  for  presentation  to 
the  College  at  Charter  Day.  The  sterling  silver  piece  was  shipped  to 
Williamsburg  this  week. 

NOTED  HISTORIAN-AUTHOR  TO.  SPEAK  HERE  NEXT  WEEK  '.  .      ,  . 

C.  Vann  Woodward,  the  noted  historian-author  who  is  considered  a  leading 
expert  in  the  status  of  the  Negro  during  the  post-Civil  War  era  in  the  South, 
will  speak  next  week  on  the  campus.  Woodward,  Sterling  Professor  of  History 
at  Yale,  will  discuss  the  development  of  the  Southern  Negro  in  the  first 
lecture  of  a  student-sponsored  series  on  Wednesday  (Feb.  7)  at  11  a.m.  in 
the  Campus  Center  Little  Theatre. 

The  sponsoring  organization  is  the  Lyon  G.  Tyler  Historical  Society.  The 
special  series  on  the  Negro  in  the  South  is  being  funded  by  a  grant  from  the 
College's  275th  Anniversary  Committee. 

Woodward  holds  an  honorary  L.H.D.  from  William  and  Mary,  conferred  in 
1964  when  he  served  as  commencement  speaker. 

WARSAW  CHAMBER  ORCHESTRA  TO  PERFORM  SATURDAY 

The  Warsaw  Chamber  Orchestra  will  perform  at  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Hall  at  8  p.m. 
Saturday  under  the  auspices  of  the  William  and  Mary  Concert  Series.  Organized 
by  violinist  Karol  Teutsch,  the  ensemble  consists  of  16  musicians  who  play 
without  a  conductor,  being  directed  by  Teutsch  from  the  first  stand. 

The  widely  traveled  group  is  currently  on  a  tour  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada.   It  will  play  selections  from  Vivaldi,  Corelli,  Bach,  and  Mozart 
as  well  as  others. 

A  limited  number  of  tickets  at  $2.50  each  will  be  available  at  the  box 
office  immediately  prior  to  the  performance. 

RED  CROSS  BLOODMOBILE 

For  several  years,  William  and  Mary  students  have  "carried  the  ball" 
for  the  local  Bloodmobile  program,  under  which  Williamsburg -James  City 
County  residents  have  been  able  to  receive  blood  at  no  charge  in  participating 
hospitals.   Even  the  minimal  quota  of  10  pints  for  College  faculty  and  employes 
has  never  been  met. 
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The  Bloodmobile  will  again  visit  Williamsburg  on  February  14,  a  Wednesday, 
to  take  donations  from  10  a.m.  until  4  p.m.  at  the  Williamsburg  Baptist 
Church.   The  overall  quota  is  135  pints. 

Dennis  Cogle  advises  that  no  appointments  need  to  be  made  by  prospective 
donors,  and  that  while  "drop  in"  donors  are  welcomed,  the  Bloodmobile  sponsors 
hope  that  advance  notification  can  be  made  to  Mr.  Cogle  to  help  workers 
prepare  for  the  visits. 

The  Red  Cross  has  said  that  if  the  local  quota  is  not  met  over  a  period 
of  time,  it  will  be  unable  to  furnish  blood  at  no  cost  for  local  residents 
at  participating  hospitals. 

DEBATE  TOURNAMENT  UNDERWAY  TODAY 

The  14th  Marshall-Wythe  Debate  tournament,  one  of  the  20  largest  tourna- 
ments in  the  country,  gets  underway  at  William  and  Mary  today  (Feb.  1)  with 
registration  of  an  anticipated  44  colleges  and  universities  from  25  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Theater  and  Speech  and  the  Debate 
Council,  headed  by  Professor  Donald  L.  McConkey,  this  year's  tournament  is 
the  largest  ever  hosted  by  the  College.   Invitations  are  limited  to  schools 
with  consistently  outstanding  debate  records,  and  the  lineup  includes  peren- 
nial debate  powers  such  as  Ohio  State,  Georgetown,  and  George  Washington, 
and  the  universities  of  Kentucky,  South  Carolina,  and  Vermont. 

In  various  classrooms  around  campus,  the  teams  will  debate  whether  the 
Federal  Government  should  guarantee  a  minimum  annual  cash  income  to  all 
citizens. 

ROBERT  J.    HARRIS  IS  THIRD  SUCCESSFUL  PH.D.    CANDIDATE 

Robert  J.  Harris  Jr.,  of  Hopewell,  Va.  is  the  third  successful  candidate 
for  an  earned  Ph.D.  at  William  and  Mary.  Mr.  Harris  has  satisfied  the 
requirements  for  the  doctorate  in  Physics  while  conducting  research  on  the 
properties  of  low-energy  pions,  an  elementary  particle  which  lives  only 
25-billionths  of  a  second. 

For  his  experimental  thesis,  Harris  studied  the  characteristic  radiation 
emitted  by  negatively  charged  pions  as  they  cascade  down  from  the  atomic 
structure  of  light  elements.   To  conduct  the  research  he  utilized  high-energy 
accelerators  capable  of  artificially  producing  pions.  These  were  the  450- 
million  electron-volt  sychrocyclotron  at  Carnegie  Tech  and  the  600-million 
volt  machine  which  forms  the  heart  of  the  Space  Radiation  Effects  Laboratory. 

He  conducted  the  research  under  the  advisement  of  Dr.  Morton  Eckhause 
of  the  Physics  Department,  his  thesis  advisor;  Dr.  Robert  T.  Siegel,  director 
of  SREL;  Dr.  Robert  E.  Welsh,  assistant  director  of  SREL,  and  in  association 
with  William  B.  Shuler,  a  fellow  doctoral  candidate. 

Harris  has  joined  the  General  Atomic  Division  of  Gulf  Oil  Co.  in  San  Diego 
as  a  research  physicist. 

COUNCIL  CITES  WILLIAM  AND  MARY  IN  MASTER  PLAN 

The  State  Council  on  Higher  Education  recently  published  a  report  on  a 
10-year  "master  plan"  for  state-supported  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
The  following  is  the  text  of  the  reference  to  the  College  of  William  and  Mary. 
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Head  count  Enrollment: 

Actual,  Fall  1967  4,736 

Projected,  Fall  1972  5,500 

Projected,  Fall  1977  6,000 

The  College  of  William  and  Mary,  the  second  oldest  in  the  nation  and  the 
oldest  in  the  Commonwealth,  is  an  institution  of  national  reputation  which 
combines  the  cherished  traditions  of  the  past  with  a  progressive  twentieth 
century  instructional  and  research  program.   In  recent  years  William  and  Mary 
has  experienced  orderly  growth  in  enrollment  and  a  considerable  expansion 
of  offerings  with  increased  emphasis  on  graduate  programs.   While  preserving 
its  historic  name  (which  the  Council  concurs  with  the  Board  of  Visitors 
should  never  be  changed) ,  William  and  Mary  is  in  fact  a  "university"'  with 
limited  programs  of  high  quality. 

The  Council  does  not  expect  William  and  Mary  to  become  a  comprehensive 
university.   It  feels  the  College  should  maintain  a  steady  growth  pattern 
and  develop  additional  selective  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  on  the 
foundation  of  sound  offerings  already  in  existence.  The  Council  believes  the 
College  can  retain  Its  distinctive  characteristics  as  a  residential  institution 
with  high  standards  and  at  the  same  time  expand  its  educational  services 
for  the  rapidly  growing  Peninsula  area,  focusing  the  same  at  the  convenient 
location  of  the  Virginia  Associated  Research  Center — a  graduate  center  of 
the  College. 

It  is  also  expected  that,  consistent  with  its  historic  role  of  service 
to  the  Commonwealth,  The  College  of  William  and  Mary  will  continue  to  lend 
its  competencies  to  the  research,  extension,  and  public  service  needs  of  the 
state. 

BOARD  OF  VISITORS  RESOLUTION  PRAISES  CHOIR 

During  its  January  meeting,  the  Board  of  Visitors  passed  a  resolution 
commending  Professor  Carl  A.  Fehr  and  the  William  and  Mary  Choir  for  the 
outstanding  success  of  the  Choir's  annual  television  Christmas  show  aired  by 
24  stations  nationwide.   In  part,  the  resolution  noted  that  the  show, 
"Carols  on  Campus,"  brought  "great  credit  to  the  College  as  attested  by  the 
many  letters  received  from  viewers  in  every  section  of  the  country  commending 
the  College  and  the  Choir  for  the  very  fine  performance." 

The  Board,  therfore,  said  the  resolution,  "expresses  its  deep  appreciation 
to  Dr.  Carl  A.  Fehr,  the  William  and  Mary  Choir,  and  others  connected  with 
the  preparation  and  staging  of  the  television  Christmas  program..." 

ALUMNI  FUND  CONTRIBUTIONS  UP 

Contributions  to  the  William  and  Mary  Alumni  Fund  showed  a  significant 
increase  during  1967  over  the  previous  year.   According  to  Alumni  Secretary 
and  Director  of  Development  James  S.  Kelly,  contributions  totaled  $81,143.03 
in  1967,  nearly  $20,000  more  than  the  previous  year.   The  number  of  contri- 
butors also  increased — from  3255  to  3660. 

The  average  donation  was  $22.17  and  nearly  21  per  cent  of  the  alumni 
contacted  responded  with  gifts,  compared  to  nationwide  average  of  21.8  per 
cent. 

The  funds  are  used  for  academic  scholarships,  faculty  salary  supplements, 
faculty  research  grants,  various  student  projects,  and  support  of  the 
activities  of  the  Alumni  Office.   Describing  the  successful  year  as  a  "coming 
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of  age  of  the  Alumni  program,"  Mr.  Kelly  said  the  Society  of  the  Alumni 
"feels  it  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  give  additional  support  to  programs 
at  the  College." 

ANTHROPOLOGISTS  MAKE  MAJOR  FIND 

Professors  Ben  C.  McCary  and  Norman  F.  Barka  have  made  the  first  major 
discovery  of  their  intensive  two-year  anthropological  survey  of  the  Chickahominy 
River*  The  anthropologists,  who  began  the  study  last  fall  under  a  $38,500 
National  Science  Foundation  grant,  uncovered  an  ossuary  containing  the  remains 
of  at  least  30  Chickahominy  Indians.  This  is  the  first  such  site  ever  dis- 
covered on  the  Chickahominy,  and  one  of  the  few  found  in  Virginia. 

The:  ossuary — a  ceremonial  grave  pit — was  discovered  while  the  anthro- 
pologists were  making  preliminary  surveys  for  possible  excavation  sites  for 
next  summer.  Dr.  McCary  spotted  a  few  pieces  of  bones  on  the  surface  of  a 
plowed,  field.  The  ossuary  was  about  six  feet  in  diameter  and  ranged  in  depth 
from  12  to  20  inches. 

The  entire  ossuary  has  been  transferred  by  a  very  gentle  process  to 
William  and  Mary  where  it  will  be  restored  to  its  original  appearance  for 
laboratory  use. 

The  scientists  noted  that  it  probably  dated  from  just  before  1607  since; 
early  travelers  described  this  method  of  burial.  : -.-....•«  ■ 

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  FELLOWSHIPS  AWARDED 

The  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  has  granted  William  and 
Mary  $28,200  to  fund  two  graduate  fellowships.  The  grant  will  assist  graduate 
students  working  toward  their  Ph.D.  in  history  or  physics,  and  makes  available 
$2,000  for  the  first  year,  $2,200  for  the  second,  and  $2,400  for  the  third 
year  of  study  in  addition  to  dependency  allowances. 

This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  William  and  Mary  has  been  granted 
the  funds  despite  a  general  cutback  in  money  available  for  the  program. 

NEW  STATION  MANAGER  FOR  WCWM  APPOINTED  - 

George  Lott,  a  1964  William  and  Mary  graduate  who  obtained  his  master's 
degree  from  Michigan  State  University,  has  returned  to  his  alma  mater  to 
become  station  manager  of  WCWM,  the  campus  FM  radio  station.  Mr.  Lott  will 
replace  James  Sawyer  who  will  devote  his  time  to  enlarging  the  scope  of 
television  at  William  and  Mary. 

Mr.  Lott  received  his  B.A.  in  accounting  and  his  M.A.  in  television-radio 
in  March  1967.  His  Ph.D.  is  currently  in  progress. 

PROFESSORS  APPOINTED  TO  NEW  POSITIONS  " 

Professors  Algin  B.  King  and  Anthony  L.  Sancetta  have  been  named  to  new 
positions  in  the  new  School  of  Business  Administration.   Professor  King  will 
become  assistant  dean  and  Professor  Sancetta  director  of  graduate  studies  today 
(Feb.  1)  when  the  Department  of  Business  Administration  officially  becomes  a 
School.  Professor  Charles  L.  Quit tmeyer  was  named  previously  to  serve  as 
Dean  of  the  School.

A  collection  of  rare  manuscripts  and  books  connected  with  the  co-founders 
of  William  and  Mary  and  with  Sir  Christopher  Wren  goes  on  exhibit  today 
(Feb.  8)   in  the  Museum  of  Swem  Library.   The  collection  has  been  gathered 
over  the  last  eight  years  and  donated  to  William  and  Mary  by  alumnus  Dr.  Thomas 
G.  Pullen,  Jr.,  president  of  the  University  of  Baltimore  and  by  Mrs.  Pullen. 
Dr.  Pullen  has  been  purchasing  the  rare  documents  from  dealers  since  1960. 

The  collection  includes  several  papers  written  and  signed  by  King  William 
III  and  Queen  Mary  II.   Four  are  letters  by  King  William,  three  written  in 
French,  and  one  written  in  Dutch.  Another  document,  a  reprieve  signed  by 
Queen  Mary  for  an  Edward  Tear  sentenced  for  high  treason,  is  dated  in  1693,  the 
same  year  the  College  was  founded  by  Royal  Charter. 

A  letter  by  Wren  to  William's  secretary,  William  Blathwayt,  is  in  the 
collection.   A  book  on  Wren's  work  as  surveyor-general  of  Royal  Buildings  in 
London  written  by  his  son  and  published  by  his  grandson  is  also  included.

ARTS  AND  HUMANITIES  FOUNDATION  CONTINUES  TO  GROW 

The  National  Foundation  on  the  Arts  and  the  Humanities,  which  was  initially 
established  by  Congress  for  a  two-year  period,  to  June  30,  1968,  has  had  its 
life  extended  for  two  more  years. 

The  Education  and  Labor  Committee  has  voted  to  recommend  to  the  House  its 
passage  of  H.R.  11308.  The  Committee's  vote  of  22-5  is  gratifying.  So  is  its 
approval  of  considerably  higher  authorizations: 

(a)  For  Fiscal  Year  1969,  $55  million  plus  up  to  $5  million  to  match 
(on  a  one-to-one  basis)  gifts  the  Foundation  may  receive; 

(b)  For  Fiscal  Year  1970,  $80  million  plus  up  to  $10  million  for  matching. 

(c)  The  amount  appropriated  for  Fiscal  1967  was  $9  million;  for  Fiscal 
1968*  $12.2  million. 

ROTC  SCHOLARSHIPS  AVAILABLE 

Four  two-year  Army  ROTC  Scholarships  have  been  awarded  to  William  and  Mary 
for  the  1968-69  school  year.   All  presently  enrolled  sophomore  (MS-II)  ROTC 
students  are  eligible  to  compete  for  the  scholarships  which  pay  tuition, 
required  fees,  the  cost  of  textbooks,  and  other  initial  student  expenses,  as 
well  as  a  $50.00  per  month  allowance  for  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

Recipients  must  volunteer  to  extend  their  military  service  active  duty 
obligation  to  four  years.   The  Professor  of  Military  Science  would  appreciate 
recommendations  by  faculty  members.   Final  awards  will  be  made  by  a  board  of 
civilian  and  military  faculty  members.

A  cyto-geneticist  whose  primary  interest  is  the 
chromosomes  of  plants,  Professor  Baldwin  was  a  key  figure  in  the  historic 
quest  for  Strophanthus,  a  plant  with  compounds  that  synthesize  into  the  medical 
miracle  of  Cortisone,  the  pa in- relieving  drug  used  irt  the  treatment  of 
arthritis.   A  William  and  Mary  graduate,  Professor  Baldwin  has  been  on  the 
faculty  since  1946. 

Professor  Baldwin  has  been  listed  in  WHO'S  WHO  IN  AMERICA  for  the  past 
20  years. 

PROFESSOR  TERMAN  LECTURES  ON  RESEARCH 

Professor  C.  Richard  Terman  delivered  two  lectures  during  December  about 
his  research  at  the  Mathematics-Science  Center  in  Richmond  to  outstanding  high 
school  science  majors. 

On  Dec.  27  he  presented  a  paper  entitled  "An  investigation  of  pheromone 
influence  on  reproductive  maturation  and  function  in  populations  of  prairie 
deermice"  at  a  session  of  the  American  society  of  Zoologists  meeting  in  New 
York  City  with  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 

PROFESSOR  MANGWi  PARTICIPATES  IN  SW1P0SIUM  . 

Professor  Charlotte  P.  Mangum  was  one  of  ten  top  scientists  invited  to 
participate  in  a  symposium  jointly  sponsored  by  the  American  Society  of  Geolo- 
gists and  the  Ecological  Society  of  America.

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TELEVISION  SYSTEM  BRINGS  CLASSROOM  INTO  THE  CLASSROOM 

A  portable  television-tape  system  is  bringing  the  classroom  into  the 
classroom  for  a  number  of  students  in  the  Department  of  Education  this  year. 
Purchased  by  a  grant  secured  by  Professors  William  Bullock  and  John  Sykes, 
the  video  system  consists  of  two  cameras,  a  video-tape  recorder,  and 
microphone. 

The  system  works  like  this:   a  prospective  instructor  observes  a  class 
for  several  days  and  develops  an  approved  lesson  plan  for  a  certain  day.   Then 
James  Slate,  college  electronics  engineer,  and  an  assistant  go  to  work  setting 
up  the  equipment  in  the  classroom.   The  class  is  video-taped  in  students' 
natural  habitat  under  the  supervision  of  the  student  teacher  and  later  played 
to  the  student's  education  class,  followed  by  a  critique  in  which  his  work  is 
discussed  and  evaluated  by  himself,  his  professor,  and  the  entire  class.

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NEW  FACULTY  GRANTS  ANNOUNCED 


Establishment  of  a  total  of  15  new  fellowships  for  members  of  the  faculty 
was  announced  at  Saturday's  275th  Charter  Day  Convocation. 

Ten  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  selected  each  year  for  designation 
as  Heritage  Fellows,  and  will  receive  stipends  from  a  special  endowment 
established  by  the  College's  Endowment  Association  for  the  purpose.  Dr. 
Alvin  D.  Chandler,  Chancellor  of  the  College,  made  the  announcement  and  said 
the  Heritage  Fellows  program  would  be  effective  beginning  in  September.   The 
stipends  will  be  comparable  to  those  given  holders  of  Chancellor  Professorships 
who  are  appointed  by  the  Chancellor. 

Five  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  disignated  Alumni  Fellows,  and  given 
similar  stipends,  each  year  under  the  Alumni  Fellows  program  announced  by 
Judge  Dixon  L.  Foster  of  Irvington,  President  of  the  Society  of  the  Alumni. 
The  new  fellows  program  supplements  the  $5,000  annual  contribution  toward 
the  Summer  Research  Grant  program  by  the  Alumni  organization,  as  well  as  its 
annual  support  of  faculty  recruiting  efforts  through  the  Dean  of  the  College 
and  its  assistance  in  providing  scholarships. 

Procedures  for  nominating  and  selecting  holders  of  the  new  Fellowships 
have  not  been  arranged.   It  is  anticipated  in  both  cases,  however,  that  the 
Fellowships  will  be  awarded  on  a  one-year  basis  with  the  possibility  of 
renewal  in  additional  years. 

NEW  CHANCELLOR  PROFESSORS  NAMED 

Dr.  Chandler  announced  at  Charter  Day  that  Thomas  C.  Atkeson,  professor 
of  law  and  taxation,  has  been  named  a  Chancellor  Professor  retroactive  to 
September,  1967,  and  that  Dr.  J.  Ward  Jones,  head  of  the  Department  of  Ancient 
Languages,  will  become  Chancellor  Professor  in  September,  1968.   His  announce- 
ment brings  the  number  of  Chancellor  Professors  to  three-the  other  being 
Dr.  William  Guy,  head  of  the  Chemistry  Department. 

COGLE  ASSUMES  NEW  POSITION 

Dennis  K.  Cogle,  who  has  been  Personnel  Supervisor  for  the  College 
since  June,  1958,  has  been  appointed  to  the  new  position  of  Assistant  to 
the  Bursar  for  administrative  affairs.   He  will  assist  in  the  preparation  of 
a  multitude  of  financial  reports  now  required  by  federal  and  state  agencies, 
in  administrative  details  connected  with  the  College's  construction  program, 
and  in  the  preparation  of  budget  materials,  reporting  to  Robert  T.  English,  Jr. 
Bursar. 
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Irving  H.  Robitshek,  who  retired  last  month  from  a  more  than  20-year 
career  in  the  Army,  rising  from  private  to  Lieutenant  Colonel,  has  been 
appointed  Personnel  Supervisor  to  succeed  Cogle.   Robitshek,  a  native  of 
Minneapolis  and  alumnus  of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  last  served  at  Fort 
Lee,  Va. ,  and  has  seen  service  in  the  Pacific,  Hawaii,  Iceland  and  Germany, 
earning  the  Bronze  Star  and  Array  Commendation  medals.   He  and  his  wife, 
Heidrun,  a  native  of  Czechoslovakia,  reside  in  the  Spring  Road  Apartments. 

An  estimated  1,000  faculty,  classified  and  hourly  positions  now  are 
held  at  the  College,  compared  with  about  half  this  number  a  decade  ago.

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Anthropology 
ANTHROPOLOGY  PROFESSOR  RESTORES  18TE  CENTURY  POTTERY 

Pottery  thrown  away  more  than  200  years  ago  by  Tidewater's  most  pro- 
lific potter  of  the  early  18th  century  has  been  excavated  in  Yorktown  and 
restored  by  Professor  Norman  Barka  of  the  Anthropology  Department. 

Professor  Barka  excavated  the  pots  from  a  sewer  trench  in  Yorktown  where 
they  had  apparently  been  discarded  around  1730  by  "The  Poor  Potter  of  Yorktown," 
better  known  as  William  Rogers,  a  prosperous  merchant,  brewer  and  potter. 
Professor  Barka  said  more  than  80  vessels  were  taken  from  the  pit,  and  about 
three-fourths  of  them  have  been  restored.   Since  all  of  the  vessels  were 
defective,  Professor  Barka  reasoned  that  Rogers  had  discarded  them  as  waste. 

The  find  gives  Professor  Barka  the  most  complete  and  unique  collection 
of  Rogers'  work  yet  discovered  in  Tidewater.   His  primary  goal  is  to  find 
the  kiln  of  Rogers,  and  he  feels  he  may  be  a  step  closer  after  discovering 
the  current  collection. 

Dr.  Barka  excavated  the  material  with  Mr.  Dean  Bailey  of  James  Blair 
High  School  and  Professor  Ben  C.  McCary  of  Modern  Languages.

FOURTEEN  PROFESSORS  RECEIVE  SUMMER  RESEARCH  GRANTS 


Research  grants  for  the  1968  summer  have  been  awarded  to  fourteen  members 
of  the  William  and  Mary  faculty.   Funded  by  the  College  and  by  the  Society 
of  the  Alumni,  the  grants  will  be  used  to  support  research  ranging  from  the 
ecology  of  an  iguanid  lizard  to  the  study  of  politics  of  the  Korean  debate 
in  the  United  Nations.   Two  professors,  A.Z.  Freeman  of  the  History  Department 
and  Alan  J.  Ward  of  Government,  will  conduct  their  research  in  the  British 
Isles. 

The  selections  were  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Faculty  Research  on 
the  basis  of  proposals  submitted  last  November. 

The  professors  receiving  the  grants  and  the  title  of  their  projects  are: 
Garnett  R.  Brooks  Jr. ,  associate  professor  of  biology,  "Population  ecology  of 
an  iguanid  lizard'1 ;  A.Z.  Freeman  associate  professor  of  history,  "The  conquest 
of  the  sceptered  isle:   The  Scottish  Wars  of  Edward  I";  Leonard  G.  Schifrin, 
head  of  the  Department  of  Economics,  "The  ethical  drug  industry:   practices, 
performances,  and  public  policy." 

Also,  Richard  C.  Curry,  assistant  professor  of  government,  "Donald  W. 
Riegle,  Jr.,  goes  to  Washington,"  a  study  of  how  a  congressman  gets  elected; 
Jack  D.  Edwards,  associate  professor  of  government,  "Perceptions  of  political 
roles:   a  local  school  system";  Robert  J.  Fehrenbach,  assistant  professor  of 
English,  "James  Shirley  during  the  interdiction  of  the  state,  1642-1660": 
Gustav  W.  Kail,  assistant  professor  of  biology,  "A  cytogenetic  analysis  of 
Bidens  interspecific  hybrids." 

Also,  Chonghan  Kim,  associate  professor  of  government,  "The  politics  of 
the  Korean  debate  in  the  United  Nations";  John  L.  McKnight,  associate  professor 
of  physics,  "A  set  theoretical  analysis  of  the  structure  of  the  quantum  theory 
of  observation  by  computer";  Carl  Roseberg,  professor  of  fine  arts,  "The 
carving  of  a  new  sculpture  in  Italian  'Michelangelo'  marble";  LeRoy  W.  Smith, 
professor  of  English,  "Defoe  and  the  libertine  novel";  David  W.  Thompson, 
assistant  professor  of  chemistry,  "Preparation  and  structure  of  six-coordinate 
silicon  compounds. 

Also,  Alan  J.  Ward,  assistant  professor  of  government,  "The  Formation  of 
foreign  policy  in  parliamentary  democracies:   a  case  study  of  the  Irish 
Republic,"  and  Stewart  A.  Ware,  assistant  professor  of  biology,  "Effects  of 
interspecific  competition  on  growth  and  survival  of  the  plant  genus  Talinum." 

DR.    WALTER  G.    HELD  JOINS  COLLEGE  AS  VISITING  PROFESSOR 

Dr.  Walter  G.  Held,  a  leading  member  of  the  staff  of  Brookings  Institution 
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in  Washington,  is  at  William  and  Mary  this  semester  as  a  visiting  professor 
of  government  and  economics. 

A  member  of  the  Senior  Staff  and  Director  of  Business  Programs  in  the 
advanced  study  program  of  Brookings,  Professor  Keld  is  teaching  a  course  in 
governmental  budgeting,  a  combined  offering  of  the  Government  and  the  Economics 
departments.   Professor  Held  is  also  developing  and  conducting  a  series  of 
conferences  for  state  and  local  budget  officials  in  Virginia.   The  seminars 
are  aimed  at  outlining  federal  budgeting  procedures,  and  are  being  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Marshall-Wythe  Institute  for  Social  Science  Research. 

TRAVELING  ART  EXHIBITS  IN  CAMPUS  CENTER 

Two  traveling  art  exhibits  from  the  Virginia  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  will  be

Titled 
"Ten  Houses  of  Today,"  it  was  compiled  from  twenty  houses  chosen  by  the  editors 
of  Architectural  Record  magazine  as  the  most  significant  built  in  America 
in  the  past  few  years. 

The  second  exhibit  is  a  collection  of  color  prints  from  eighteenth 
century  Europe,  showing  cities  and  gardens  as  contemporary  engravers  saw  them.

USOE  COMPLETES  STAFF  OF  REGIONAL  DIRECTORS 

The  U.S.  Office  of  Education  says  that  each  of  its  nine  regional  offices 
now  has  a  director  of  educational  research  to  administer  federal  grants  under 
two  programs  formerly  handled  in  Washington. 

The  regional  directors,  who  are  field  representatives  of  USOE' s  Bureau 
of  Research,  also  are  authorized  to  offer  advisory  services  to  educational 
researchers  and  to  "help  stimulate  interest  in  educational  research  in  their 
regions  through  clinics  and  workshops." 

Under  the  Small  Project  Research  Program,  regional  staffs  are  authorized 
to  approve  grants  for  "small"  research  projects — those  which  request  no  more 
than  $10,000  from  USOE  and  which  can  be  carried  out  in  18  months.   The  regional 
directors  also  administer  the  Research  Development  Grants  which  support  groups 
of  colleges  and  universities  which  join  forces  to  build  educational  research 
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programs  on  their  campus. 

The  small  grants  program  is  open  to  professors,  fellows,  and  doctoral 
students  from  colleges  and  universities,  and  to  researchers  in  school  districts, 
associations,  and  other  organizations. 

The  Bureau  of  Research  reported  that  about  $2.5  million  was  budgeted  for 
the  small  grants  program  and  $1  million  for  continuing  research  development 
grants  in  Fiscal  Year  1968.

SEVENTEEN  MILLION  IN  COLLEGE-AGE  GROUP  BY  1980 

The  Census  Bureau  estimates  that  the  college-age  group- — 18  to  21  years — 
will  number  about  17.1  million  in  1980,  an  increase  of  nearly  one-third  over 
the  12.9  million  in  that  age  bracket  during  1966. 

After  1980  the  college-age  group  will  groxtf  much  less  rapidly,  the  Census 
Bureau  said,  and  may  even  decline  between  1980  and  1990.

EDUCATION  RECEIVES  $42, 000  GRANT 

The  School  of  Education  has  received  a  $42,000  grant  from  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  to  provide  for  six  graduate  fellowships  for 
inexperienced  elementary  teachers. 

Awarded  by  the  Graduate  Academic  Programs  Branch  of  HEW,  the  grant  will 
finance  graduate  study  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years  for  the  recipients, 
who  will  be  chosen  from  recent  college  graduates  with  liberal  arts  degrees, 
from  other  college  graduates  who  have  never  taught  before,  or  from  graduates 
who  have  not  taught  in  recent  years. 

Professor  William  Bullock,  Jr. .  will  continue  to  coordinate  the  program 
which  has  been  financed  for  the  past  three  years  by  HEW.   The  fellowships 
will  provide  tuition  and  a  monthly  stipend. 

SCHOOL  OF  EDUCATION  ADMITTED  TO  ASSOCIATION 

The  School  of  Education  has  been  admitted  to  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  for  Teacher  Education,  an  organization  of  accredited  degree-granting 
teacher  programs. 

The  action  came  at  the  Association's  annual  meeting  in  Chicago,  attended 
by  Dr.  Richard  Brooks,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Education,  and  Dr.  Robert  Jones, 
the  Associate  Dean.   Dr.  Brooks  recently  succeeded  Acting  Dean  Robert  0.  Nelson 
who  is  devoting  full-time  to  teaching.

TENNIS  ANALYSIS  OFFERLD  BY  PROFESSOR 

Why  the  decline  in  American  tennis  fortunes  in  recent  years?  The  causes 
won't  be  found  in  "inept  captains,  anachronistic  training  methods,  USLTA 
bureaucracy"  or  in  a  number  of  other  popular  scapegoats,  according  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Sociology  and  Anthropology  Department.   Instead,  says  Professor 
Wayne  Kernodle  in  a  tongue-in-cheek  article  in  the  March  issue  of  World/Tennis, 
the  blame  can  be  laid  to  The  Serve,  which  has  become  "angelic  or  something 
per  se,"  a  "separate  being  with  a  life  of  its  own..."  that  can  "...come  and 
go  at  will,  whether  and  whenever  It  desired." 

Offering  ample  documentation,  Professor  Kernodle  cites  the  example  of 
a  well-known  tennis  player  who  lost  in  straight  sets  to  an  unknown.   "The 
Serve  was  just  not  there  today,"  he  explained.   The  player  did  not  attempt 
to  indicate  where  It  had  gone,  says  Professor  Kernodle.   Perhaps  "to  the  other 
side  of  the  court,  to  some  other  tournament  on  the  West  Coast  or  just  on 
vacation."

Pianist  Edward  Kilenyi  will  perform  next  Sunday  (March  3)  at  4  p.m.  in 
the  Campus  Center  Ballroom  under  the  auspices  of  the  Collegium  Musicum 
Series  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Music. 

A  professor  of  Music  at  Florida  State  University,  Kilenyi  will  play 
Beethoven's  "Hammer-Klavier"  sonata  in  B-flat  major,  Opus  106,  his  sonata 
in  F  major,  Opus  10,  No.  1,  and  the  Tenth  Piano  sonata  by  Vincent  Persichetti, 
in  addition  to  other  numbers.

Kilenyi  has  recorded  a  number  of  Chopin  and  Liszt  numbers  for  Columbia. 

Sunday's  concert  is  open  to  the  public  free  of  charge.

He  has  taught  at  several  American  colleges,  but  currently  devotes 
full-time  to  writing.  Mr.  Hoegberg  resides  in  Washington  D.C. 

FEDERAL  INCOME  TAX  EXEMPTION  POLICY  FOR  GRANT  HOLDERS 

Warren  Heemann,  director  of  the  Office  of  Institutional  Resources, 
has  provided  the  following  information  on  possible  tax  exemption  for  i 
recipients  of  fellowships  and  grants.   The  statements  are  from  the  1967 
edition  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury's  "Your  Federal  Income  Tax." 

"If  you  are  not  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  the  amount  you  receive  as  a 
scholarship  or  fellowship,  which  includes  the  value  of  services  and  accom- 
modations provided  to  you,  may  be  excluded  from  gross  income  up  to  the 
amount  of  $300  times  the  number  of  months  you  are  under  the  grant  during 
the  tax  year. 

"The  grant  must  be  from  one  of  the  following  if  you  are  not  a  candidate 
for  a  degree:   The  United  States  or  an  agency  thereof...,  a  nonprofit 
organization  which  is  exempt  from  Federal  Income  tax. . . ,  a  foreign  govern- 
ment.., or  an  international  organization... 
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"The  number  of  months  you  may  exclude  amounts  you  receive  as  scholarships 
or  fellowship  grants  if  you  are  not  a  candidate  for  a  degree  is  limited  to 
36  months  during  your  lifetime.  The  36-month  limitation  applies  if  you  have 
received  any  amount  under  a  grant  excluded  or  excludable  from  gross  income 
attributable  to  any  prior  36  months,  whether  or  not  consecutive.  After  the 
36-month  period  has  elapsed,  you  must  include  in  your  gross  income  all 
amounts  received  under  your  grant,  including  those  portions  designated  as 
for  expenses  incident  to  your  grant,  and  the  value  of  the  services  and 
accommodations  given  you  as  part  of  the  grant. 

"The  amounts  paid  to  aid  you  in  pursuing  your  studies  or  research  are 
not  excludable  if  the  studies  or  research  were  primarily  for  the  benefit  of 
the  grantor.  However,  if  the  primary  purpose  of  the  studies  or  research  is 
to  further  your  education  and  training  and  the  amounts  do  not  represent 
compensation  for  services,  neither  the  fact  that  you  are  required  to  furnish 
reports  of  your  progress  to  the  grantor,  nor  the  fact  that  the  results  of 
your  studies  or  research  amy  be  of  some  incidental  benefit  to  the  grantor 
shall,  of  itself,  destroy  the  character  of  such  amounts  as  scholarships  or 
fellowships. " 

COLLEGE  RECEIVES  INTERNATIONAL  NOTICE 

William  and  Mary's  275th  anniversary  has  received  international  notice 
in  recent  days.  Russell  Kirk  devoted  the  Feb.  23  edition  of  his  syndicated 
column,  To  The  Point,  to  the  College.   In  a  recent  issue  of  the  London  Times 
the  newspaper  devoted  a  full  page  of  its  educational  supplement  to  William 
and  Mary,  duly  noting  its  Royal  heritage. 

STUDENTS  RAISE  FUNDS  FOR  SOUTH  AMERICAN  SCHOOL 

In  a  fund  drive  to  which  faculty  contributed  "generously,"  the  Student 
Association  has  raised  enough  money  to  build  a  three-room  school  house  in 
South  America.   The  week-long  campaign  raised  $1,000,  enough  to  pay  for  the 
materials  for  the  school  which  will  be  built  by  the  people  themselves  under 
a  self-help  program  sponsored  by  CARE. 

ESSO  EDUCATION  FOUNDATION 

The  Esso  Education  Foundation  will  underwrite  experiments  aimed  at 
helping  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  United  States  make  better 
use  of  their  instructional,  administrative,  and  physical  resources.   Support 
is  limited  to  projects  on  the  undergraduate  level. 

Proposals  submitted  must  meet  all  of  the  following  criteria:  A  pro- 
ject should  be  a  genuine  innovation  in  higher  education.   It  should  be 
duplicable  on  other  campuses  so  that  higher  education  generally  may  benefit 
either  directly  or  indirectly.   It  should  have  the  potential  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  resource  in  question.   It  should  demonstrably  help 
increase  educational  effectiveness.   And  the  institution  should  assure 
continuance  of  a  successful  project  after  the  termination  of  its  grant.  Grants 
are  limited  to  $75,000,  but  applicants  may  submit  more  than  one  proposal. 

Applications  will  be  accepted  until  August  1  for  those  to  begin  the 
following  February.   To  apply,  a  preliminary  outline  of  the  project  must 
be  submitted.   Some  examples  of  projects  receiving  grant  support  are:  New 
freshman  year  learning  approach  (Antioch  College),  Creativity  study  and 
curricular  experiment  (U.  of  Utah) ,  Systems  approach  for  student  data 
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(Duke  University),  Student-to-student  counseling  (Southwest  Texas  State 
College),  Measure  of  student  commitment  for  guidance  and  admissions 
(U.  of  Akron),  Group  counseling  for  underachievers  (Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology) ,  New  technique  for  theme  correction  (Bard  College) ,  Simulation 
management  planning  model  (U.  of  Washington),  Special  comprehensive  seminar 
program  in  liberal  studies  (Boston  University),  Computer-assisted  instruc- 
tion in  science  and  mathematics  (U.  of  Rochester) ,

CALIFORNIA  JUSTICE  TO  RECEIVE  MEDALLION 

Chief  Justice  Roger  J.  Traynor  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California 
has  been  announced  as  the  second  recipient  of  the  bronze  medallion  of  the 
Marshall-Wythe  School  of  Law,  presented  annually  to  leaders  of  the  bench 
or  bar  in  the  United  States.   The  first  award  was  made  last  June  to 
Norris  Darrell,  New  York  attorney  and  president  of  the  American  Law  Institute 
Traynor' s  award  will  be  made  April  27  as  part  of  the  program  for  the  Law 
School's  annual  ceremonies  in  recognition  of  Law  Day. 

Traynor,  regarded  in  the  profession  as  one  of  the  leading  state 
jurists  in  America,  has  been  a  member  of  the  California  Supreme  Court  since 
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1940.   He  earned  an  A.B. ,  J.D.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of 
California,  and  was  a  member  of  its  law  faculty  from  1929  to  1940.   He 
has  received  two  citations  of  merit  from  the  American  Trial  Lawyers 
association,  and  the  gold  medal  for  distinguished  service  from  the  American 
Bar  Association.   Last  year  he  was  made  an  honorary  life  member  of  the 
Virginia  State  Bar  Association.   He  has  served  as  an  expert  in  tax  law 
with  both  state  and  federal  agencies,  as  a  lecturer  at  the  Salzburg  Seminar 
on  American  Studies,  and  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  appellate 
judges'  seminar  of  New  York  University.   In  1963  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Anglo-American  Conference  on  Criminal  Law  in  London,  and  since  that  date 
has  been  a  member  of  the  council  of  the  American  Law  Institute. 

GEORGIA  PROFESSOR  TO  LECTURE 

The  Lyon  G.  Tyler  Historical  Society  in  conjunction  with  the  275th 
anniversary  of  the  College  will  present  a  lecture  by  Professor  Charles  Wynes 
of  the  University  of  Georgia  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Campus  Center  Little 
Theater  Friday  (March  8).

PROFESSOR  KIM  AUTHOR  OF  PAPER 

Professor  Chongan  Kim  is  the  author  of  a  paper  on  Korea's  diplomacy 
toward  Africa,  published  in  the  current  quarterly  issue  of  Orbis,  a 
journal  of  world  affairs  published  by  the  Foreign  Policy  Research  Institute 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.   The  article  notes  that  despite  limited 
resources  and  the  great  distance  from  Africa,  Korea  has  been  seeking 
diplomatic  relations  with  new  nations  there  since  1960.   He  suggests  that 
the  prime  motive  for  Korean  involvement  in  Africa  is  imbedded  in  the  Seoul 
government's  desire  to  gain  maximum  support  in  the  United  Nations. 
However,  the  policy  is  being  rendered  ineffective,  he  concludes,  because 
of  Korea's  adherence  to  the  "Hallstein  Doctrine,"  under  which  it  refuses 
to  recognize  any  African  or  Asian  governments  which  recognize  North  Korea. 

Professor  Kim  will  discuss  the  paper  during  a  panel  on  Korean  inter- 
national relations  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  for  Asian 
Studies  in  Philadelphia,  March  22-24.   The  panel,  which  he  was  in  charge 
of  organizing,  will  also  discuss  Korean- American  and  Korean- Japanese 
relations,  and  North  Korean  international  relations.

COLLEGE-WIDE  PROGRAM  TO  STIMULATE  INTELLECTUAL  LIFE 
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A  college-wide  program  of  readings'  and  lectures,  designed  to  stimulate 
intellectual  life  at  William  and  Mary,  will  be  inaugurated  this  fall  after 
more  than  a  year  of  planning  by  a  committee  of  50  professors,  students,  and 
campus  ministers. 

Professor  Scott  Donaldson,  chairman  of  the  committee,  said  the  theme 
for  the  first  year  would  be  "Man  at  the  Mercy  of  Himself." 

The  committee  will  select  a  list  of  books  and  encourage  students  and 
faculty  to  read  them.  Next  fall,  a  free  film  series  made  up  of  Ingmar 
Bergman  movies  will  be  shown  with  accompanying  discussions.  Later  in  the 
year,  the  committee  hopes  to  bring  to  campus  authors  of  some  of  the  books 
recommended  for  the  program. 

"Approaching  one  topic  from  so  many  different  angles — novel,  film, 
scholarly  books,  lecture,  discussion — should  help  to  avoid  that  tendency 
toward  thinking  in  narrowly  limited  categories  that  often  results  from  the 
necessary  specialization  of  higher  education,"  Professor  Donaldson  said.

"POVERTY  IN  AMERICA"  LECTURE  SERIES  STARTS 

A  four-part  community  lecture  series  on  "Poverty  in  America"  will  begin 
Monday  (April  15)  under  a  special  grant  awarded  by  a  private  foundation. 

Speakers  for  the  series  will  include  Sen.  Fred  R.  Harris,  D-Okla. ,  a 
member  of  the  President's  Commission  on  Civil  Disorders;  Charles  E.  Silberman, 
writer  and  authority  on  race  problems;  Hyman  Bookbinder,  Washington  representative 
of  the  American  Jewish  Committee,  and  Herbert  J.  Kramer,  Director  of  Public 
Affairs  for  the  U.S.  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity. 

Sen.  Harris  will  lecture  on  "Poverty  and  Civil  Disorder"  at  8  p.m.  Monday 
(April  15)  in  the  Campus  Center  Ballroom.  Silberman  will  lecture  on  "Race  and 
Poverty'"  Thursday  (April  18)  at  the  same  time  and  place.  Bookbinder  will  discuss 
"The  Culture  of  Poverty"  May  1,  and  Kramer  will  outline  the  "Amelioriation  of 
Poverty"  May  2.  Time  and  place  of  these  lectures  will  be  announced. 

Professor  Richard  C.  Curry  of  the  Government  department  will  head  the 
special  lecture  series.  The  S  and  H  Foundation,  sponsored  by  the  Sperry  and 
Hutchinson  Company,  awarded  a  $2,000  grant  to  Professor  Curry  to  develop  the 
special  series  for  the  campus  and  community,  as  a  part  of  the  275th  anniversary 
program  at  the  college.

NATIONAL  CENTER  FOP  AIR  POLLUTION  CONTROL 

The  National  Center  for  Air  Pollution  Control  has  instituted  a  mechanism 
to  provide  limited  support  of  young  investigators  having  stimulating  ideas  but 
no  experience.  Applications  are  now  being  accepted  as  an  inherent  part  of 
their  program  for  the  exploratory  support  of  appealing  but  high  risk  ideas  and 
enthusiastic  but  untried  investigators. 

The  NCAPC  is  concerned  with  all  aspects  of  research  and  development 
related  to  the  causes,  effects,  extent,  prevention,  and  control  of  air  pollution 
with  respect  to  human  health,  welfare,  and  productivity.  The  following  problem 
areas  are  particularly  relevant  at  this  time:  behavioral  toxicology;  development 
of  mathematical  and  statistical  bases  for  interpretation  of  air  quality  data 
and  design  of  air  monitoring  methods;  exploration  of  new  physical  concepts  for 
instruments  for  monitoring  air  pollution  and  for  air  pollution  research;  life 
cycle  of  important  pollutants;  public  attitudes  and  acceptance  of  aesthetic 
insults;  relationship  between  air  quality  in  living  spaces  and  air  pollution; 
study  of  relationships  between  air  pollution  damage  and  market  parameters. 

The  maximum  allowance  is  $10,000  and  the  time  limit  is  18  months  with  a 
possible  administrative  extension  to  24  months  when  warranted.  Requests  for 
application  forms  or  additional  information  should  be  addressed  to:  Chief, 
Office  of  Research  Grants,  National  Center  for  Air  Pollution  Control,  8120 
Woodmont  Ave.,  Bethesda,  Md.

SCHOLARSHIP  FUNDS  SOLICITED 

Warren  Heemann,  director  of  the  Office  of  Institutional  Resources,  has 
begun  accepting  faculty  contributions  toward  the  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Memorial 
Scholarship  established  by  vote  of  the  Faculty  at  its  meeting  April  9.  A 
goal  of  $1,300  was  set  for  the  solicitation.  Pledges  made  at  this  time  must 
be  paid  by  May  15.  Checks  are  made  payable  to  "King  Memorial  Scholarship, "n  Tf  fn)  fn) /A  (p) 
and  receipts  will  be  issued  for  tax  purposes.  1L  U  l^  Uu tra IW 
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Under  terms  of  the  resolution  sponsored  by  Howard  M.  Gitelman,  the 
scholarship  will  be  awarded  annually  to  a  ,;needy  student  who  gives  promise 
of  continuing  the  pursuit  of  racial  justice  in  the  spirit  of  Dr.  King." 

In  future  years,  the  solicitation  of  funds  to  pay  the  scholarship 
is  to  take  place  in  the  fall. 

NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION  PREDICTION 

The  March  25  issue  of  College  and  University  Reports  quotes  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  National  Science  Foundation  as  predicting  more  federal 
support  for  graduate  education. 

"It  seems  almost  certain  the  inevitable  increases  in  federal  support 
of  universities  in  years  to  come  should  have  an  appreciably  larger  fraction 
directed  at  graduate  education,"  the  report  to  Congress  read. 

The  NSF  report  said  that  this  support  can  come  from  increasing  existing 
categories  and  from  direct  support  of  cost  categories  which  are  now  covered 
by  individual  research  awards. 

"To  take  such  steps  would  free  the  universities  from  a  large  part  of 
the  uncertainties  inherent  in  the  inevitable  ups  and  downs  of  research  project 
support,  while  still  retaining  the  great  virtue  of  selectivity  on  a  quality 
basis  of  the  research  to  be  supported  by  the  various  agencies,"  NSF  said. 

NSF  UNDERGRADUATE  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS 

The  National  Science  Foundation  supports  several  programs  dealing 
with  undergraduate  education.  They  include  undergraduate  research  participation, 
instructional  scientific  equipment,  undergraduate  science  curriculum  im- 
provement, visiting  scientists,  and  special  projects  in  undergraduate  science 
education. 

Grants  are  awarded  to  provide  undergraduate  students  with  research 
or  independent  study  opportunities  under  the  guidance  of  competent  research 
directors.  The  grants  are  awarded  for  full-time  (usually  summer)  projects 
of  at  least  8  weeks'  duration  and  for  part-time  academic  year  projects. 
The  academic  years'  grants  are  available  to  test  the  effectiveness  of  research 
training  with  a  view  toward  incorporating  such  training  into  the  regular 
curriculum.  The  individual  must  be  a  full-time  undergraduate  student  and 
be  well-grounded  in  science.  Further  information  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Director  of  the  Undergraduate  Student  Program. 

Institutions  of  higher  education  may  obtain  grants  to  assist  with 
the  purchase  of  equipment  that  will  significantly  improve  science  curricula 
at  the  undergraduate  level.  Not  more  than  50  percent  of  the  cost  of  the 
equipment  will  be  funded  by  the  Foundation,  and  the  institution's  matching 
funds  must  be  derived  from  non-Federal  sources. 

The  Foundation  awards  grants  for  projects  directed  toward  the  im- 
provement of  undergraduate  science  instruction,  particularly  the  development 
of  new  science  courses  and  instructional  techniques  and  materials.  Materials 
developed  by  these  projects  are  expected  to  have  potential  for  widespread 
adoption  and  applicability.  Projects  supported  include  studies  of  problems 
and  ways  to  initiate  appropriate  efforts  to  solve  them,  development  and 
evaluation  of  innovative  approaches  to  science  teaching,  and  development  of 
instructional  aids  for  presentation  of  new  subject  matter.  Preliminary  documents 
may  be  submitted  at  any  time  to  the  Science  Curriculum  Improvement  Program. 


There  are  grants  to  provide  for  visits  of  productive  and  creative 
scientists  to  colleges  and  small  universities  for  2  or  3  days  to  give 
lectures;  hold  seminars;  confer  with  students,  administrators  and  instructors; 
and  to  aid  in  other  ways  in  motivating  able  students  toward  the  pursuit  of 
careers  in  science  and  in  teaching  science.  Institutions  wishing  to  apply 
for  visits  by  scientists  should  make  their  requests  through  the  project 
director  of  the  appropriate  organization  holding  a  Foundation  grant  under 
this  program.  Information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Special  Projects  Program. 

Grants  are  also  awarded  for  experimental  projects  in  undergraduate 
education  that  represent  promising  innovations  or  totally  new  approaches. 
Among  the  projects  that  have  been  supported  have  been  special  education 
projects  for  college  teachers,  special  projects  for  college  students, 
special  activities  of  science  teaching  centers  where  facilities  are  provided 
for  cooperative  work  by  faculties  from  many  different  institutions,  and 
science  education  programs  of  inter- institutional  associations  which  enable 
groups  of  colleges  and  universities  to  pool  their  resources  in  undertaking 
the  solution  of  mutual  problems  in  science  education.  Proposals  may  be 
submitted  at  any  time  to  the  Special  Projects  Program.

Professor  H.M.  Gitelman's  article,  "An  Investment  Theory  of  '"ages," 
appears  as  the  lead  item  in  the  April  issue  of  the  Industrial  and  Labor 
Relations  Review. 

In  the  article  Professor  Gitelman  argues  that  the  marginal  productivity 
theory  of  wages,  which  has  held  sway  in  economics  since  1881,  is  at  best 
a  partial  theory  rather  than  a  general  one.  Focusing  upon  worker  investments 
in  their  capacity  to  produce  (e.g.,  education,  training,  and  experience) 
the  article  attempts  to  fuse  the  results  of  a  generation  of  empirical  wage 
and  labor  market  research  into  a  new  theoretical  framework.

A  lecture  on  Meher  Baba,  the  "God-Man"  of  India,  will  be  presented  at 
the  Campus  Center  Little  Theatre  at  8  o'clock  tonight.

Henry  Kashouty  of  Hampton,  an  attorney  and  substitute  municipal  judge, 
will  speak  on  Baba,  with  whom  he  has  had  a  personal  interview. 

Baba,  whose  followers  call  him  the  "Avatar  of  the  Age,"  was  born  as 
Merwan  Sheriar  Irani  and  was  educated  in  Christian  schools.  He  has  been 
following  his  unique  religious  ideals  since  1913,  and  has  maintained  silence 
since  making  a  vow  to  do  so  in  1925.  He  has  since  dictated  his  spiritual 
messages  by  means  of  an  alphabet  board  or  hand  gestures. 
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KOREAN  AMBASSADOR  TO  SPEAK  TO  POLITICAL  SCIENCE  FORUM 

Dr.  You  Chan  Yang,  Korean  Ambassador-at- Large,  will  be  a  speaker 
sponsored  by  the  Political  Science  Forum  in  connection  with  the  College's 
275th  Anniversary  Celebration.  He  will  address  the  students  and  faculty 
of  William  and  Mary  at  8  p.m.  Tuesday  (April  30)  in  the  Campus  Center. 

Ambassador  Yang  has  just  been  to  Korea  for  a  consultation  with  President 
Park  and  other  governmental  leaders.  His  address  will  touch  upon  recent  crises 
caused  by  the  Pueblo  incident  and  border  skirmishes  around  the  Demilitarized 
Zone. 

Ambassador  Yang,  a  long  time  associate  of  Korea's  late  president,  Syngman 
Rhee,  was  first  appointed  as  Korea's  Ambassador  to  the  United  States  in  1951. 
He  held  the  post  until  1960  when  he  resigned  following  the  exit  of  Rhee's 
government.  In  September,  1965  he  was  appointed  by  the  present  regime  in  Korea 
as  its  Ambassador-at- Large,  in  which  capacity  he  travelled  last  year  as  head  of 
Korea's  good-will  mission  to  newly  independent  countries  of  Africa.  During  his 
tenure  as  Korea's  Ambassador  to  the  United  States  he  attended  numerous  internation; 
conferences,  including  many  sessions  of  the  United  Nations  General  Assembly. 

He  received  his  medical  education  in  the  United  States  and  had  been  a 
practicing  physician  before  he  was  called  upon  to  enter  the  Korean  Diplomatic 
Service.  He  holds  honorary  doctorate  degrees  from  several  colleges  and  univers- 
ities in  the  United  States  as  well  as  in  Korea.

GRANTS  FOR  INSTITUTIONAL  SCIENCE 

The  National  Science  Foundation  programs  of  institutional  support 
provide  the  broadly  based  and  comprehensive  support  needed  for  the  general 
improvement  of  science  programs.  These  programs  include  University  Science 
Development,  Departmental  Science  Development,  and  College  Science  Improvement, 
as  well  as  Graduate  Science  Facilities  and  Institutional  Grants  for  Science. 
Proposals  in  most  of  the  programs  may  be  submitted  at  any  time. 

Development  grants  are  given  to  assist  selected  graduate  institutions 
in  developing  significantly  greater  strength  in  their  research  and  education 
programs  in  science.  This  program  includes  the  biological,  engineering, 
mathematical,  physical,  and  social  sciences,  and  interdisciplinary  areas  formed 
by  two  or  more  of  these  fields.  Although  matching  of  NSF  funds  is  not  a  requirement 
in  the  University  Science  Development  Program,  the  Foundation  does  expect  the 
institution  to  contribute  funds  above  its  present  level  of  support  for  the 
areas  covered  in  the  proposal.  Universities  eligible  must  have  active  programs 
at  the  Ph.D.  level  and  grant  the  Ph.D.  in  science  or  engineering. 

Grants  are  awarded  to  aid  in  improving  the  quality  of  research  and 
educational  activity  in  individual  areas  of  science  and  engineering  in 
institutions  that  are  already  engaged  in  such  activities  at  the  graduate 
level,  but  that  have  not  moved  into  the  top  rank  on  a  broad  front.  The  sciences 
are  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  program.  Institutions  must  have  graduate 
programs  in  science  education  and  research  at  the  master's  or  doctor's  level. 
Information  may  be  oblained  from  the  Departmental  Science  Development  Program. 

The  College  Science  Improvement  Program  is  to  accelerate  development  of 
the  capabilities  of  predominantly  undergraduate  institutions  in  the  sciences, 
(physical,  biological,  medical,  and  social),  mathematics,  and  engineering.  The 
institution  is  completely  free  to  determine  the  specifics  of  the  improvement 
plan  to  be  submitted.  The  plan  may  include  any  combination  of  activities 
calculated  to  improve  the  preparation  of  college  students  for  careers  in  science, 
including  careers  in  science  teaching.  The  plan  may  center  on  efforts  to  develop 
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a  single  department  or  any  combination  of  science  departments.  Institutions 
should  have  strong  baccalaureate  progragrams  in  the  sciences  and  have  not  granted 
more  than  10  Ph.D.  degrees  in  the  sciences  during  the  most  recent  3-year  period. 
Information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Division  of  Undergraduate  Education  in 
Science. 

Grants  may  be  obtained  for  the  construction  or  renovation  of  facilities 
used  for  graduate  scientific  research  or  for  graduate  research  training  in  the 
sciences.  The  institution  must  provide,  from  non-Federal  sources,  matching  funds 
at  least  equal  to  the  amount  procided  by  the  Foundation.  Institutions  available 
for  the  Graduate  Science  Facilities  program  are  those  with  departments  that  offer 
at  least  a  master's  degree  in  the  sciences.  Individual  proposals  should  be  submitte 
for  each  facility. 

The  Foundation  awards  formula  grants,  based  on  total  amounts  awarded 
through  specific  research  grants,  to  strengthen  and  balance  programs  of  scientific 
research  and  education  at  colleges  and  universities.  The  grants  may  be  used,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  institution,  for  scientific  research,  for  education,  or  for 
both.  The  funds  must  be  used  for  direct  costs  of  scientific  activities.  Colleges 
and  universities  eligible  must  have  received  during  the  -previous  year  one  or  more  o 
of  the  following  types  of  grants:  research,  Undergraduate  Research  Participation 
or  Research  Participation  for  College  Teachers.  Information  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Institutional  Grants  Program.

The  Academic  Computational  Facilities  and  Operations  Grants  are  awarded 
to  support  purchase,  rental,  and  operation  of  electronic  computers  and  related 
equipment.  Projects  supported  may  involve  inter-institutional  or  regional  centers, 
hardware  and  software  requirements.  Further  information  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Mathematical  Sciences  Section,  Division  of  Mathematical  and  Physical  Sciences, 
National  Science  Foundation,  Washington,  D.C. ,  20550. 

The  Foundation  also  awards  grants  for  exploring  and  developing  the  use 
of  computers  in  education  and  research.  Support  is  provided  for:  1)  Education, 
research,  and  training  -  to  accelerate  the  applications  of  computers  within  all 
disciplines  and  within  the  education  process  generally;  to  help  develop  new 
curricula  and  explore  the  uses  of  computers  for  assisting  instruction;  and 
to  increase  the  numbers  of  students  and  teachers  trained  to  use  computers; 
2)  Instructional  computing  services  -  to  assist  individual  educational  institutions 
in  their  efforts  to  upgrade  and  maintain  their  computer  facilities  and  related 
equipment,  also  to  assist  cooperative  efforts  of  institutions  to  develop  or 
share  common  computing  resources;  3)  special  projects  -  to  explore  special 
problems  underlying  the  effective  utilization  of  computers  as  well  as  to  test 
or  demonstrate  alternative  solutions  through  experimental  or  innovative  projects.

The  funds  would  be  distributed  in  the  following  way:   high  energy 
physics,   $119.4  million;  medium  energy  physics,   $11.6  million;    low  energy 
physics,    $30.1  million;  mathematics  and  computer  research,   $5.9  million; 
chemistry  research,   $55  million;   metallurgy  and  materials  science  research, 
$28  million;    controlled  thermonuclear  research,   $27  million.

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FOUR  BOOKS  DESIGNATED  RECOMMENDED  READING 

T5'e  executive  committee  for  the  new  College-wide  Program  of  Readings 
and  Lectures  has  chosen  four  books  as  recommended  reading  for  all  William 
and  Mary  students  and  faculty  members. 

The  books  are  Catch-22,  by  Joseph  Heller;  The  Other  America,  by  Michael 
Harrington;  The  Arrogance  of  Power,  by  Sen.  J.  William  Fulbright,  and  Science 
and  Human  Behavior,  by  B.F.  Skinner.  A  fifth  book  may  be  added  later. 

These  books  will  provide  commentary  on  the  program  theme,  "Man  at  the 
Mercy  of  Himself,"  from  points  of  view  of  differing  disciplines,  ranging  from 
literature  to  national  and  international  politics  to  biology  and  psychology. 
The  books  are  all  important,  controversial,  and  readable,  the  committee  agreed. 

Plans  are  proceeding  to  bring  at  least  two  of  the  authors  named  to 
campus  during  the  academic  year,  depending  on  the  availability  of  the  writers 
and  the  availability  of  financing.  Financial  aid  is  being  sought  from  foundations, 
as  well  as  from  fraternal,  religious,  and  other  interest  organizations  on  campus. 

The  nrogram  will  begin  in  the  fall  with  seminars  for  freshmen  during 
orientation  week  on  Heller's  novel,  conducted  by  either  faculty  members  or 
upperclassmen  and  women.  Seminar  leaders  are  now  being  recruited  by  Lewis 
Leadbeater,  orientation  chairman  of  the  program. 

Ingmar  Bergman's  film  trilogy,  Through  a  Glass  Darkly,  Winter  Light, 
and  The  Silence  will  be  presented  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Hall,  free,  during  the 
first  two  weeks  of  classes.  In  addition,  the  faculty  lecture  series  will  be 
revived  and  directed  to  the  theme  of  the  reading  program.  Outside  lecturers 
will  also  address  themselves  to  the  theme.  One  or  two  honors  col loquia  will 
use  the  books  as  part  of  their  regular  reading  lists,  and  a  number  of  faculty 
members  have  indicated  their  interest  in  adopting  one  or  more  of  the  books 
as  assigned  reading  for  their  courses. 

Campus  ministers  intend  to  discuss  the  books,  and  the  overall  theme, 
in  the  course  of  their  regular  programs.  Informal  sessions  in  the  dormitories, 
structured  around  this  program,  may  also  be  held  to  explore  ideas  suggested 
by  the  books.

Judge  Hutcheson,  retired  Federal  Judge  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Virginia, 
is  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1917  and  a  former  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.

The  Danforth  Foundation  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  will  underwrite  a  portion  of 
the  cost  of  establishing  the  new  Department  of  Religion. 

Dean  W.  Melville  Jones  said  the  Foundation's  grant,  in  an  amount  not  yet 
specified,  will  partially  support  the  new  department  during  the  first  three  years 
of  its  operation. 

The  new  department  will  be  established  in  September.  Students  will  be  able 
to  choose  from  a  number  of  elective  courses  to  be  instituted,  but  no  concentration 
in  religion  is  planned.

In  1963-64  and  in  1964-65  he  was  voted  by  the  administration  and 
students  at  Southern  Methodist  as  Rotunda  Outstanding  Professor. 

Working  with  Dr.  Livingston  in  the  new  department  will  be  David  L.  Holmes, 
assistant  professor,  who  currently  is  an  English  instructor.  Holmes  is  on  leave 
this  year  to  finish  work  on  his  doctorate  and  is  now  in  residence  at  Duke  Divinity 
School  at  Durham,  N.C.

Dr.  Held,  a  senior  staff  member  of  the  Brookings  Institution,  is  a  visiting 
professor  of  government  and  economics. 

The  conference,  which  will  draw  Tidewater  budget  officers,  will  examine 
major  issues  and  trends  in  local  budget  policy  and  review  new  developments 
in  the  budgetary  organization;  methods,  procedures,  and  techniques. 
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COMMITTEE  TO  EXPLORE  NEGRO  OPPORTUNITIES  APPOINTED

are  the  student  representatives. 

The  committee  has  held  one  meeting  which  consisted  of  organizational 
plans  and  consideration  of  ways  to  implement  and  administer  the  faculty- sponsored 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund. 

The  committee  will  meet  again  in  the  fall.  Over  the  summer  members  will 
collect  material  and  data  pertinent  to  their  assignment. 

SENIOR  GOVERNMENT  MAJOR  RECEIVES  FULBRIGHT  AWARD 

Miss  Alison  L.  Brenner,  a  senior  government  major,  has  been  awarded  a 
Fulbright  grant  to  study  political  science  in  France  next  year.  She  will  use 
the  year  to  study  at  the  Political  Science  Institute  at  the  University  of 
Bordeaux.  She  intends  to  study  especially  the  appeals  to  the  intellectuals  by 
the  French  Communist  Party.

GRANT  SUPPORT  FOR  NSF  SCIENCE  INFORMATION  PROGRAMS 

The  National  Science  Foundation  supports  three  programs  of  science 
information.  They  include  the  Science  Information  Service,  the  Scientific 
Conference  Grants,  and  Public  Understanding  of  Science.  Informal  proposals 
for  these  programs  may  be  submitted  at  any  time. 

Grants  and  contracts  are  awarded  in  the  Science  Information  Service  to 
make  possible  new  and  improved  methods  of  processing  and  disseminating 
scientific  and  technical  information.  The  program  provides  support  for: 
primary  and  secondary  publication  and  other  information  services;  translation 
and  republication  of  significant  foreign  scientific  and  technical  literature; 
publications  dealing  with  significant  international  scientific  organizations, 
their  activities  and  their  membership;  the  study  of  communication  practices 
and  dissemination  of  information  among  scientists;  the  effectiveness  of 
information  sources  and  services  and  techniques  for  information  organization 
and  searching;  and  the  development  of  new  or  improved  methods  of  processing 
and  disseminating  scientific  and  technical  information. 
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The  National  Science  Foundation  awards  grants  to  support  conferences 
and  symposia  that  bring  together  leading  scientists  who  are  pioneering  in 
new  or  incompletely  explored  fields  of  science.  Support  for  special  conferences 
should  be  requested  only  if  regular  meetings  of  professional  societies  do  not 
provide  the  necessary  forum.  Information  on  the  above  two  programs  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Office  of  Science  Information  Service,  National  Science 
Foundation,  Washington,  D.C.  20550. 

The  Public  Understanding  of  Science  Program  awards  grants  to  support 
projects  that  lead  to  a  greater  public  understanding  of  the  nature  of  science 
and  its  relationship  to  daily  living,  or  that  improve  communications  between 
scientists  and  nonscientists.  Examples  of  activities  that  have  been  supported 
are:  conferences  of  scientists  with  representatives  of  the  mass  communication 
media  or  with  academic  or  community  leaders  who  would  be  instrumental  in 
organizing  programs  in  their  own  institutions  or  communities;  the  preparation 
of  educational  materials  on  various  scientific  activities  of  interest  to  the 
public;  and  the  development  of  courses  on  the  relationships  between  science 
and  society.  Further  information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Advanced  Science 
Education  Program,  Division  of  Graduate  Education  in  Science,  National  Science

SACS  PUBLISHES  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  CONTROLS 

A  report  published  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
notes  that  practices  followed  by  the  Southern  states  in  their  administration 
of  higher  education  funds  are  characterized  more  by  their  diversity  than  by 
common  practices. 

"It  was  reported,"  says  a  report,"  that  all  states  use  some  procedural 
devices  that  relate  to  higher  education  budgets,  but  that  the  degree  of  control 
by  state  budget  personnel  or  legislators  varies  from  virtually  none  in  a  majority 
of  the  states  to  a  considerable  amount  in  Florida,  Louisiana  and  North  Carolina." 

The  Association,  which  accredits  445  colleges  and  universities  in  11 
states,  feels  it  should  discourage  the  existence  or  exercise  of  external 
budgetary  controls  which  interfere  with  the  operation  and  management  of  these 
institutions,  the  report  says. 

NSF  INTERNATIONAL  SCIENCE  PROGRAMS 

The  National  Science  Foundation  supports  three  international  science 
programs  of  grant  assistance.  They  are  the  United  States-Japan  Cooperative 
Science  Program,  the  United  States- Italy  Cooperative  Program  in  Science, 
and  International  Travel  Grants.  Proposals  may  be  submitted  by  colleges  and 
universities,  individual  scientists,  or  groups  of  scientists  at  any  time. 

The  United  States-Japan  Cooperative  Science  Program  includes  three 
types  of  projects.  1)  Cooperative  research.  This  may  be  done  in  the  fields 
of  biological  science,  medical  science,  earth  and  atmospheric  science  in  the 
Pacific  area,  hurricane  and  typhoon  research,  high  pressure  and  solid  state 
physics,  and  input- output  research  in  econometrics.  2) Scientific  seminars  and 
conferences.  3)  Visiting  scientists.  Cooperative  research  programs  with  joint 
funding  are  limited  to  those  listed  above;  however,  American  scientists  in  any 
fundamental  scientific  discipline  may  apply  to  the  Foundation  for  support  of 
a  research  or  training  project  to  be  carried  out  in  a  Japanese  institution. 
Assurance  must  be  given  that  the  Japanese  institution  can  accommodate  the  American.

The  United  States-Italy  Cooperative  Program  in  Science  includes  four 
types  of  projects.  They  are:  exchange  of  scientists,  joint  science  research 
projects,  joint  scientific  seminars  for  exchange  of  information  and  the 
planning  of  cooperative  efforts,  and  support  of  science  education  projects. 
Further  information  may  be  obtained  from  this  program,  office  of  International 
Science  Activities,  National  Science  Foundation,  Washington,  D.C.  20550. 

International  Travel  Grants  are  awarded  to  assist  scientists  to  go 
abroad  for  one  of  the  following  purposes:  cooperating  in  international 
scientific  activities;  attending  international  scientific  congresses  and 
meetings;  and  obtaining  or  exchanging  information  in  the  areas  of  basic  research, 
science  education,  science  information,  or  information  relating  to  international 
scientific  programs  and  associated  activities.  International  travel  is  defined 
as  all  travel  outside  the  United  States  and  its  possessions,  except  to  Mexico 
or  Canada.  NSF  each  year  selects  certain  meetings,  in  areas  of  particular 
interest  to  the  Foundation,  for  which  participant  support  may  be  granted. 
Scientists  should  use  NSF  form  9-1,  Application  for  International  Travel  Grant, 
to  submit  a  request.  For  further  information  communicate  with  the  appropriate 
division  or  office  according  to  the  branch  of  science  that  the  request  concerns.
